The Korean Scene: 


Viewed Through BUP 
Newsmen’s Eyes 


A second United Nations task 
force is ripping four miles into 
North Korea today. It drove across 
the 38th parallel on the right flank 
of a 15-mile bridgehead set up by 
the first unit yesterday above Seoul. 

An Eighth Army communique 
says the new thrust ran into heavy 
enemy fire which faded out as the 
allies pushed their drive into the 
enemy homeland. At last reports, 
the task force was continuing to 
advance against minor enemy re- 
sistance of about company strength, 

There are indications that it in- 
tends to stay in North Korea in- 
stead of retiring south of the 
parallel at Dusk, as is usually done 
in ordinary patrol actions. 

The U-N troops are advancing 
along a small road leading from 
Uijongbu. That’s the center of the 
main enemy forces estimated by 
General MacArthur at 63 divisions, 
or half a million men. 

Farther to the east along the 
U-N lines, other allied divisions are 
poised, ready to strike into North 
Korea to join the two divisions al- 
ready there. Observers believe the 
thrust across the parallel may 
touch off one of the most decisive 
battles of the wa.. 

Chinese Nationalist reports from 
Formosa say Red China has moved 
a third field army mto Korea and 
more reinforcements are on the 
way. 

The Nationalists :laim also that, 
Soviet pilots are flying the Rus- 
slan-built jet fighters thet have 
been clashing with U-N jets over 
North Korea. 

During the day, Saberjets downed 
one enemy fighter plane and dam- 
aged two others in the second 
straight Gay of dogfights just 
below the Manchurian border. The 
tol. of Soviet-bullt fighter planes 
for the two days now stands at four 
destroyed and seven damaged.

Something new in the line of 
forest fire fighting equipment was 
demonstrated to foresters of the 
Trent District on Tuesday. The 
new truck and pump, which were 
demonstrated to members of the 
Department of Lands and Forests 
here are the first of its kind to make 
its appearance in the province. 

The machine was demonstrated 
by Walter Armtsrong, Forest Pro- 
tection Superintendent of Parry 
Sound district. He was assisted at 
the demonstration by Don Fawcett, 
of the Trent District. The pilot 
machine is being shown in all dis- 
tricts of the province. 

The main feature of the new ma- 
chine is the pumping equipment 
which carries a controlled discharge 
apparatus. By means of this pump, 
high pressure can be maintained 
from the 200-gallon tank on the 
truck for as long as two hours. When 
the pressure becomes too great, an 
© erflow permits excess water to be 
fed back into the tank. Thus the 
machine can operate with high pres- 


_ Sures with any size nozzle. 


The unit is mounted on a jeep 
chassis and is capable of trails that 
would be impassable for ordinary 
trucks. In addition another pump- 
ing unit is mounted which fills the 
200 gallon reserve tank as this 
water is being fed into the fire 
hose. 

At present the mobile units in 
use consist of demountable tanks 
on trucks with a fire pump attach- 


ed. There fs no pressure control and . 


no way of refilling the tank while 
the pump is emptying it. The new 
unit develops a pump pressure of as 
high as 250 pounds and a nozzle 
pressure of 125 pounds,

Emotional Disturbances Can Cause 
Upsets in Children 

A few years ago there was @ dra- | 
matic story current of the misery | 
suffered by “lonely” infants in a 
large New York City hospital and 
of how the nurses, in addition to 
their other duties, “cuddled up” 
these lonely infants (owing to the 
illness of the mother) so comforting 
them that they were happy and 
slept well. I believe many who read 
it felt a tug on their heart- 
strings as they thought of these 
children. 

That lonesomeness and other emo- 
tional disturbances can cause ail- 
ments and disorders in children is 
stated by Dr. R.A. Jensen in the 
Wisconsin Medical Journal. He gives 
histories of three different psycho- 
somatic (emotions affecting the 
body processes) cases. The first child 
had symptoms of Kidney or renal 
colic, an unusual ailment in child- 
ren. After careful examination and 
use of X-ray; no cause could be 
| found for the symptoms. Further 
investigation r:vealed that the 
symptoms started when the child 
was upset during an attack of re- 
nal colic of her grandmother liv- 
ing in the home. She lost all her 
{ Symptoms after she felt the same | 
ailment. 

Two other cases were caused by 
anxiety states and fears and result- 
ed in upsets of the stomach and in- 
testine, the commonest ailments 
caused by emotional disturbances. 

Another case was that of a boy 
with persistent bloody tsools diag- 
nosed as ulcerative colitis --inflam- 
mation of the lining of the colon. 
The boy had just recently witnessed 
a robbery in which a man was kill- 
ed, 

Dr. Jensen states that the fact 
that children can suffer from psy- 
chiatric (behevior- disorders is of- 
ten overlooked. These disorders may 
be anxiety states, diabetes, allergies; 
fears and phobias, or other chronic 
conditions such as nausea, vomiting, 
undereating and overeating with or 
without loss or gain in weight, 

Most recently it has been found 

that emotional disturbances can 
cause skin eruptions in children as 
well as adults. 
Recognizing the fact that the emo- 
tions can affect the working body 
Proccesses in children, treatment of 
emotional tension is the first, 
thought in these cases, 


Charges Ontario 
‘Shipping 90% Of 
Lumber To U.S.A. 


Toronto April 3 (BUP) --C-C-F 
Legislator William Dennison char- 
ged last night (Monday) that the 
Ontario Government is shipping 
90 percent of its lumber to the 
United States while some Ontario 
people are living in garages and 
chicken coops. 

Dennison said in a radio address 
that the government has 161-mil- 
lion feet of white and red pine 
lumber at North Bay and refuses 
to channel one stick of it into low 
cost housing.

And hog producers of Victoria, can 
join with other counties and have 
the hog producers of Ontario, and 
they and many others affiliate with 
Cream Producers and Dairy Farm- 
ers and all together become the Fe- 
deration of Agriculture of Canada. 

These in turn become internation- 
al. Such a gathering met in Guelph, 
over 50 nations in, I think, 1948, 
considering the food situation of the 
world. 

Of course this organization con- 
sults the Governments of Ontario 
and Canada. What is wrong with 
their doing it? 

True, the individual is hemmed in 
on every hand. Why, even the War- 
den of Victoria cannot go to Lind- 
say and park his car without con- 
sidering the interests of others.

I only know of one year when this 
rule did not-pay the speculator well. 
‘And I never saw @ year during that 
time when the Cream Producer did 
not produce in the month of June 
and July at a loss, when his pro- 
duction was the highest of the year. 

Let me state an experience, “One 
day I was in an office of a broker 
in Toronto, who nad a car of butter 
rolling from Winnipeg to Toronto. 
the broker got in touch with a but- 
ter buyer and sold it at an advance 
of one cent per pound. Now a cer of 
better contained about 500-56 pound 
boxes of butter, or 28,000 lbs and at 
one cent per pourd amounted to an 
additional $280. Now, not one pound 
of this butter was better in quality, 
nothing was added to its food value.

was nothing added to its value. But 
the consumer paid this higher price, 
while the Cream Producer of the 
western provinces who produced the 
butter dia not get any of the 
higher price. ‘ 

If there had been a floor price, 
and the Goyernment had bought 
it, the consumer would have re- 
ceived it at cost. Isn't that fair for 
the .consummer? The floor » price 
should be one which would give the 
Cream Producer the cost of pro- 
duction plus a fair profit. I think 
that is fair to the producer. The 
unnecessary man in this case is the 
speculator. x 

Now the dairy farmers of Can- 
ada will be asking for a floor price. 
What that price will be I cannot 
say. But as I observe conditions on 
the Cream Producers farm it should 
be what it coste to produce’ butter 
fat which I belicye should be 75 
cents f.o.b. the farm and not low- 
er. 

What will happen to a surplus? 
Never worry about a surplus of but- 
ter in this day. With industry and 
Defence as they are, with the trend 
away from farms, Mr. Editor, we 
need to be worrying where we are 
going to have enough of any farm 
produce, to feed the world. Cows 
have gone out of Canada as seldom 
they have gone in our history Mr. 
Gilbert McMillar of the Ottawa 
Farm Journal, said in an article 
last week.” I do believe with our 
rapid increase in population. the 
situation will be more acute when 
the heifer calves born this year 
should be coming into production 
two years from now.” 

Stocker cattle are scarce and 
command as much per pound as the 
near-finished animal does on the 
market. Maybe the U.S.A. will be 
compelled to put a ceiling on cattle. 
If they do, it will just be that much 
less cattle in the future.

Mr. Newman in this letter is cit- 
ing the iniquities of the present 
marketing system for butter and 
no doubt the examples he cites are 
quite true. However, it should be 
remembered that up until now the 


‘Jentire discussion has centred around 


the wisdom or otherwise of ceiling 
and floor prices. The shortcomings 
of the marketing system which pre- 
vails for dairy products has not 
been considered. In Mr. Newman’s 
letter he seeks to justify floor and 
ceiling prices in the light of mar- 
keting shortcomings but would it 
not be better to look for another 
sclution to this difficulty which 
would still leave the trade free and 
unfetered by conitrels. There is no- 
thing to prevent dairymen from 
taking steps to remedy a faulty 
marketing system end this may be 
the solution to their problem. What 
is wrong for example, with the 
industry maintaining storage facilit- 
ies at strategic points across Can- 
ada and regulating to a degree the 
market flow of their own product, 
After all, this is basically the same 


problem as confronts every Can- | 


adian industry, and there are no 
floor prices on manufactured pro- 
ducts,

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Necessity For Seeing Things As They Really Are 
Emphasized By Normal Master At Rotary Luncheon 


Council Decides To Request 
That License Be Granted 
For Radio Station 


It appears that Lindsay may get 
a tadio statioi if the federal licen- 
sing agency approves. The council 
was asked at Monday night's meet- 
ing to endorse the establishment of 
a broadcasting studio here. Council 
did and only two questions were 
asked before the motion was past. 

Mr. Mike Hopkins, a newscaster 
at Foster Hewitt's station in To- 
ronto, addressed council following 
his introduction by Dave Thompson, 
president of the Lindsay Chamber 
of Commerce. Mr. Hopkins told 
cecuncil that he had been scouting 
around Ontario looking for a site 
in a small town and had arrived at 
Lindsay and was certain that a 
local station weuld be of benefit 
to the community. He said that his 
firm was financially sound, a mat- 
ter which is thoroughly investiga- 
ted by the Board of Transport Com- 
missioners who issue the licence. He 
said that his station was prepared 
to broadeast both morning and ev- 
ening Church services gratis and 
also give 10 minutes every morning 
for addresses from clergy. He said 
that the studio also planned on 
covering all sporting events that 
could be covered and would pro- 
bably report important meetings of 


the Board of Education and Council. 
He said that the station, if approv- 
ed, would broadcast at 1340 and 
would reach from Port Perry to 
Minden and Haliburton. He also in- 
troduced the musical director of the 
proposed station, Bill Hearst, whom 
he pointed out had cansiderable 
radio experience. 

A surprise came when one mem- 
ber of council wondered if anyone 
else was considering applying for 
a radio broadcasting license in 
Lindsay. No members of council had 
heard of any they declared but 
Ford Moynes of the Watchman 
Warder jumped to his feet and as- 
serted that there was. He didn’t 
name the applicant however and 
someone observed that “these were 
the first to appear before council’. 
No more was said on this point al- 
though rumours were rampant. 

Ald. Burrows, after asking two 
questions to ascertain that the town 
would be in no way obligated, mov- 
ed that the town, write the Depart- 
ment of Transport, Ottawa, and 
request that the station be set up. 
The motion carried unanimously. 

Mr. Hopkins says that if the stat- 
ion is approved, it will be set up im- 
mediately. 


Town Objects To Sharing Cost 
Of Maintaining Railway Signal 


Lindsay's Council has objected to 
a recommendation by the Cana- 
dian National Railway resetting 
up a signal system atthe Lindsay 
St., S. crossing of the railway. 
The suggestions put forth by the 
CNR. in a letter to the town cal- 
led for a contribution of $840 per 
year from Lindsay for its maintain- 
ance and ~ share from the council 
towards its erection. 


The C.N.R. proposed the erection 
of a flashe- signal system with a 
bell, all controlled by a crossing 
watchman. The cost was calculated 
at $2,600 for the installation and the 
extra cost for a crossing watchman 
was figured at $500 more than it 
now is. The railway proposed that 
40 percent of the installation cost 
be raised from the Grade Crossing 
Fund and the other 60 per cent 
equally divided between the town 
and the C.N.R. The town would also 
be expected to pay $840 annually 
towards the watchman’s salary. 


Reeve Butler said that he could 
not understand a suggestica that 
the town would be asked to share in 
the costs of tae signals as he had 
been told by a member of the Board 
of Transport Commissioners that 
the town would not have to assume 


cost. Ald. Burrows agreed and was 
of the opinion that the railway 
Should assume all costs as it was 
their equipment that was doing the 
damage. Mayor Lamb said that he 
had been told the same thing as 
Reeve Butler and he thought the 
council should consult the Depart- 
ment of Highways as Lindsay St., 
S. ts under that department. Deputy 
Reeve Greaves said that the matter 
would probably be settled by the 
Board of Transport Commissioner 
anyway and the town might get a 
better ruling. Ald. Burrows said that 
tise town should refuse such an 
agreement with the C_N.R. but Miss 
reaves opined that it would he a 
shame to drop negotiations when 
there might be a way around the 
difficulty. 

His Worship suggested that Clay- 
ton Hodgson be consulted to see if 
he could do anything. Reeve But- 
ler asked why it were not possible to 
put an electric flasher system and 
Ald. Peirce said that the yards were 
too close to the crossing to make 
such a system work properly, 

A motion was passed authorizing 
Town Clerk Allely to write in reply 
to the C.N.R. stating that the town 
lid not want to share in the main- 
tenance costs. 


Sewage Disposal Plant To Cost 
$20,000 More Than Estimated

Reeve Butler mentioned that an 
application hag been received from 
residents from Pottinger St. E., 
who wanted sewers Iaid, This 
sewer, Said Reeve Butler, would en- 
tail the building of a pump as the 
ity pull will not take the sew- 
e into the rest of the system. He 
aid that the cost of the pumping 
tation would be $2,500 which the 
residents didn’t feel like paying for. 
Town Clerk Allely was instructed to 
write to the residents and tell them 


that council would approve the lay- 
ing of this sewer and the building 
of the pumping station providing 
the residents assumed the total 
cost. 

Reeve Butler says that the sewage 
disposal plant will cost $20,000 more 
than estimated. 
that asumption. He said that he 
would be very pleased to make 
plans, specifications and estimates 
for the jobs which had to be done. 
He was asked if he would give assis- 
tance in the sidewalk building pro- 
gram and said that he would be 
willing to take on the layout of that 
job without any remuneration. 

In speaking of fees, he remarked 
that it was the custom for consult- 
ing engineers to charge as high as 
10 percent of the contract price as 
a fee. This figure he considered 
ridiculous and said he would do the 
work for 5 per cent of the cost up to 
e layout of $100,000 and 4 per cent. 
thereafter. The town will receive 
@ subsidy covering one third of his 
salary. 

Council approved his appointment 
and Mr. Huston asked Reeve Butler 
if he could arrange to let him in the 
engineer's office al nine this morn- 
ing. 


Maps, Airplanes, and Rotary 
Subject of Revealing Talk 


F. B. Smitheram, B.A., B.Paed., 
master of social sciences, Peter- 
borough Normal School, started the 
wheels of thought turning in the 
minds of Lindsay's Rotarians with 
an addrgss which stressed the need_ 
ed for progressive realistic think- 
ing. 

A copy of Mr. Smitheram’s add- 
ress makes it possible to reproduce 
it in its entirety and so, quoting 
throughout, he states: 

If we were to observe a geography 
lesson being taught in modern fash- 
ion we would quickly note that a 
drastic change has occurred within 
our schools. We would find the up- 
to-date teacher interpretting geo- 
graphy as a study of man in rela- 


-tion to his physical environment. 


We would observe geography being 
considered as the drama of man’s 
activities as portrayed in space. Or 
we might see the pupils being taught 
that geography is the scene on 
which the drama of civilization is 
being enacted. Instead of seeing 
geography as an endless list of loca- 
tions, geographical names, climat- 
es, products, and cities, we would 
see emphasis being placed upon such 
things as the way in which man 
adapts himself to his surroundings, 
upon the dignity of human labour, 
or upon methods of better’ utiliz- 
ing and better conservation of the 
rich resources of earth. Only in 
the poorest conducted schools you 
would find youngsters droning over 
lists for memorization that were so 
typical of the outworn school cur- 
ricula in North American schools. 

‘But, someone says, “This is silly. 
Didn't nature make geography? 
Isn’t it permanent? How then, can 
geography become ontworn?’ Though 
this is a standard belief, it is, none- 
theless incorrect. Nature did make 
the world but nature did not make 
geography. Like slums, national 
debt, income taxes, high costs of 
living, and styles of ladies’ hats — 
geography is man-made, and like 
all these other things is subject to 
changes just as sudden and just as 
drastic as any other man-made in- 
stitution. 

“Someone reminds me to look at 
the map of the world. ‘There is the 
world’s geography, isn’t. it? A good 
modern map is permanent ahd 
accurate.’ All of which is true ex- 
cept that a map Is NOT geography, 
It is only a diagram capable of ex- 
pressing man’s ideas. A map can 
only show what man, the map-mak_ 
er, thinks is the geography of a re- 
gion. If the map-maker changes his 
ideas, then he must alter his dia- 
gram accordingly. This, man has 
been doing for centuries. It is to 
some of these significant changes 
that I wish to direct your attention. 

“Since the beginning of time 
man has speculated about the 
size, shape and nature of the 
planet on which he lives. 3000 years 
ago the blind bard, Homer, the 
Greek poet, sang of the geography 
of his day, We have been able, from 
his poetry, to picture the world as 
he thought it to be. It was flat, 
disk-like or wafer-shaped world 
surrounded by an uncrossable 
Ocean River. It consisted of a rim 
of land fringing around the Medi- 
terranean Sea — a body of water 
whose Latin name means simply 
the middle of the earth.’ Naturally, 
Greece was located in almost the 
exact centre of Homer's maps. Nat- 
urally too, Homer's Babylonean 
contemporaries had maps of their 
own on brick tablets with details 
similar in every respect save that 
Babylon instead of Greece was in 
the centre. Similarly in our day, 
Japan is in the centre of Japanese 
maps whilst the British Isles are 
relegated to an out-of-the-way spot 
on the faroff outer edge of the world. 

“In many respects the civilization 
of those ancient peoples was as good 
as ours. Truly we have more me- 
chanical knowledge, but it is also 
true that civilizations rose, flour- 
ished and fell in that day. Trade 
routes were developed. Naval and 
military warfare was planned and 
conducted repeatedly and with dev- 
astating savagery in order to gain 
possession of strategic points any- 
where between Troy and the Gates 
of Hercules. That world gave re- 
nown to such place names as the 


* Hellespont, the island swarms of the 
Aegean, to Mount Olympus and to 
many templed promontories along 
the coast. Yet it mever became 
more than a flat, cookie-shaped 
world with admission to the Ocean 
River only through the Straits of 
Gibraltar at one end and the Straits 
of Kerch and Tagonrod at the other. 

“To some of us this is weird and 
dreadfully ~ inaccurate geography. 
May I point out that such concep- 
tions of the world were perfectly 
good geography—intellectually val- 
id because it represented all that 
men knew about the world—as nav- 
al geography is was equally good for 
by it was the Athenian Navy able 
to plot and conduct successful war- 
fare against their Persian adver- 
saries. Commercially, this geogra- 
phy was sound for thereby did Ion- 
ian traders plan voyages to Gades 
and other places to which they de- 
livered cargoes of goods and from 
which they returned safely and 
richly laden with precious wares. 
Intellectually valid, navally sound, 
and commercially feasible as was 
this ancient geography, it never 
became more than a greography of 
rowboats, or at best, ,small sail- 
boats. 

“As such it long remained, 
though man did venture out into 
the Atlantic and were able to etch 
the shores of Africa and Europe to 
a limited extent. They did find 
out that they could not get into the 
Ocean River by way of the Strait 
of Kerch. Yet in this world was our 
civilization cradled. From this 
world have we inherited into our 
culture something of the law and 
order of ancient Rome, from this 
world have we acquired something 
of the humanism of ancient 
Greece, and from this world have 
learned something of the graces of 
Hebrew Christianity. 

“Little by little traders brought 
to these peoples of antiquity tales 
of far-off Cathay so that by a date 
nearly a thousand years after Hom’ 
er’s day the map of the world was 
little changed that one would have 
been dubbed a visionary and would 
have been considered ridiculously 
insane were he to suggest that this 
planet was anything but a flat world 
surrounded by a limitless Ocean 
River. Late in the second century 
of the Christian era Ptomley’s map 
of the world retained this concept 
of the earth. St. Luke informs us 
that ‘It came to pass in the days of 
Augustus Caesar there went out a 
decree that all the world should be 
taxed.” Ptomley’s map indicates 
that which in those days was con- 
sidered to be all the world. So im- 
plicit was man’s faith in the cert- 
ainty of that knowledge, and so ob_ 
stinate was man, that for another 
1600 years men regarded the world 
to be almost as Ptomley pictured 
it to be. 

“During that long medieval per- 
iol scholars speculated with sur- 
prising accuracy. Their theories 
were recelyed with such scorn that 
in many cases powerful edicts 
branded them as the ravings of mad 
men, Christopher Columbus, less 
than 500 years ago, was unable to 
find support for his theories in his 


native Genoe or In nearby Venice—- 


not so much because his ideas were 
then unbelievable, but more because 
men in authority, too obstinate to 
adjust themselves to a changing 
world, could not afford to let him 
test his ideas, —Proud Venice—her 
coffers bulging from the profits 
from the sale of pepper, cinnamon, 
cloves, nutmegs and other spices to 
a world which knew neither preser- 
vatives nor refrigeration — simply 
could not face the calamity of hay- 
ing a sea route discovered to the 
Spice Islands, Eventually Colum- 
bus did secure financial backing 
which enabled him to set out on a 
journey—going, he knew not where, 
not knowing where he was when he 
get there, and coming home with- 
out ever knowing where he had been. 
And, I might add, all of it on bor- 
rowed money. Carried Westward by 
the Trade Winds and homeward by 
the Prevalling Westerlies, his voy- 
age ushered in a series of ven- 
tures which made the Old Ocean 
maps of the row boat -ge as dead 
as dodo. 


“In rapid succession Bpaintror es ierapren Port- 
jugal, France, Holland, and Eng- 
‘land competed for island bases, for 
peninsulas, and for jutting prom- 
ontories which would supply sour- 
ces of food, water and anchorage 
for their vessels. On these new 
Maps of the world every reef and 
every atoll was a prize to be fought 
over. The map of the world as 
that great age conceived it to be was 
this—the map of the sailboat. With 
such ideas in their heads the Eng- 
lish diplomats returned from sign- 
ing- the Peace of Paris in 1763 feel- 
ing that the Molotovs and the Vich- 
insky’s of that day had outsmarted 
them by obliging England to accept 
from France a great expanse of land 
now known as Canada, when Bri- 
tain yearned to possess instead the 
tiny West Indies island of Martin- 
ique. So convinced were men that 
the final geography of the world 
had been learned that Spain re- 
_tained the Island of Cuba but gave 
up the entire Mississippi Valley. So 
unwilling were men to adjust them_ 
selves to a changing world that the 
barren island of St. Helena, was 
considered to be a greater asset 
than the rich Afriiin Congo land. 
So convinced were they that the fi- 
nal form of the earth had been dis- 


graphy of the world, so sure were 
We and they that this, the sailboat 
map, was the permanent form of the 
earth, that neither they nor we real- 
ized that to haye access to any or 
all of the great ocean basins it was 
necessary to control only twelve 
Stategic bottlenecks—ten of them 
natural and two of them artificial— 
Scapa Flow, Gibraltar, Aden, Sing- 
‘apore, Capetown, Auckland, Sydney, 
The Falkland Islands, Panama, Ba- 
tavia and Surabaya. While the 
people of North America cocksur- 
edly comforted ourselves with the 
‘thought that Britain’s war was no 
concern of ours, our actual safety 
from invasion (both in Canada and 
in the Uniteq States) was guaran- 
teed only so long as Britain retain- 
ed possession of the major points of 
entrance to the ocean basins. The 
United States controlled one of 
these, Britain’s friend, Holland, con_ 
trolled two small gateways and Bri- 
tain herself possessed all the others. 
We did not then, nor do we now rea- 
lize the significance of this geogra- 
phical fact because our ideas of 
geography as based upon Mercator’s 
map of the sailboat age. Yet every 
schoolboy in Germany knew. Two 
generation of German schoolboys 
knew and undertook to win world 


covered that we to-day retain these “domination by attempting to wrest 


Sailboat maps in our schoolrooms 
and in our minds. This is the map 
that every one of us visualizes when 
mention is made of a map of the 
world. 

“But the day of the sailboat gave 
way to the day of the steamboat. 
About half a century ago the art 
of shipbuilding encased wooden 
Ships in steel hulls. A little later 
great floating steel hulks powered 
by coal or oijdriven turbines were 
speeding their ways across the oc- 
eans of the world. No longer~ were 
island bases points of importance. 
Steamboats could go wither they 
wished regardless of the winds. Con- 
tinental surgery carved canals at 
Suex and Panama so that voyages 
around the Cape or the Horn were 
few and far between. Even the safe- 
ty of the ship was risked as in the 
tragedy of the Titanic if only a few 
hours could be lopped off the speed 
of crossing.Sailors and navigators 
had long since learned that the map 
of sailboat was grossly misleading 
and dreadfully distored. It is not 
possible to trace the course of a 
ship thereon by means of a straight 
line. Only by drawing the are of a 
circle with a circumference of about: 
25,000 miles could the nearest dis- 
tance between two ports be plotted. 
Though it never did reach our 
schoolrooms, the equal area map 
such gs was developed by the geo- 
grapher Goode became the map of 
the steamship world. On such 
maps navigators of the great steam- 
ship routes visualize the world. 
While you and I view the world on 
the cylinder map suited to an age 
of sailboats, the practical map that 
has been in actual use for decades is 
the ocean basin map, or if you like, 
the grapefrult map. To draw such 
maps it 1s necessary to sketch the 
lands of the world on a globe that 
may be peeled and then to flatten 
the peeling by splitting the land 
masses. Such maps show the world 
to be rims of land around three 
great ocean basins. Our naval 
authorities have long been convinced 
that at least we haye determined 
the permanent geography of the 
world. We, the citizens of this age, 
have therefrom entertained mongrel 
ideas by accepting some of their 
teaching but continuing to confirm 
our ideas by looking at this out- 
dated cylindrical map. 

“In our confused complacency 
during times when danger threat- 
ened our way of living we Canadians 
took refuge in that same sort of is- 
olationism that makes the United 
States outstanding for blunders of 
stupidity in the realm of world pol- 
itics. In the days of the sailboats 
it was perfectly legitimate for North 
America to assert its rights in the 
form of a Monroe Doctrine that 
gaye America an excuse for non- 
participation in Europe's quarrels. 
Within the last two decades power- 
ful leaders inthe United States, and 
millions of citizens in that land 
AND IN CANADA gave devout 
thanks for the splendid isolation 
granted us by an ocean barrier and 
pinned our hope for continued safe- 
ty upon the strength of Uncle Sam's 
splendid two-ocean navy. So little 
did we or they know of the geo- 


from Britain her control over the 
water gateways to the ocean lanes 
of the world. 


“There is no doubt that the late 
President Roosevelt was well aware 
of the significance of modern geo- 
graphy. Many of his advisers knew 
that this sailboat map was a mis- 
leading diagram. Yet as recently as 
1941 before the U. S. A. was fully 
engaged in the Second World War 
it became apparent to the American 
Government that their safety lay in 
the survival of Britain as a naval 
power. To strengthen the Royal 
Navy and in order to build the de- 
fenses of America, the U.S.A. Gov- 
ernment of that recent date gave 
Britain some fifty antiquated de- 
stroyers in exchange for the priv- 
flege of fortifying Bermuda and the 
Bahamas. Forifying them against 
whom? Had these same men known 
how man’s ideas of geography of 
the world had changed they would 
have realized that threat to Am- 
erica lay not in danger of attack 
by sea but in dange; of attack by 
alr. Had they, understood then (as 
they understood shortly afterwards) 
they would have placed their guns 
on Nova Scotia, or on Newfoundland 
or on Baffin Island. Was it not 
because men were slow in adjust- 
ing themselves to a changing world 
that American guns was mislocated 
at Pearl Harbour when they should 
have been established at Dutch Har- 
bour in the Aleutians in order to 
protect us from attack of Japan. We 
have heard allegations of untrained 
and illequipped men at Hong Kong 
and of blunders and errors of stra- 
tegy and leadership in many thea- 
tres of war. But how much has our 
generation suffered because we in- 
sisted upon the retention of out- 
dated, outworn and misleading ideas, 
of what the world is really like? 
How much catastrophe might we 
have avoided had we been trained 
to look at up-to-date maps? How 
much longer shall we refuse to ad- 
just our thinking to keep in tune 
with a constantly changing world? 

“Every day we read accounts in 
our papers of the activities of those 
nations which by signing the Atlan- 
tic Pact have voluntarily signed 
away their respective neutralities 
should war again rear its ugly head. 
To appreciate the significance of 
the recent appointment of General 
Eisenhower and the significance of 
the union of which he is the figur- 
ative head it is imperative that we 
study briefly a modern map. Here 
are those nations—the whole dozen 
of them—U. S. A., Canada, Norway, 
Britain, Denmark, Holland, Bel- 
gium, France, Portugal, Italy and 
so forth. You have seen the Unit- 
ed Nations emblem? You know that 
the great hall which is its meeting 
place at Flushing New York has a 
map of this type on the stage at its 
front, Look at this map and find 
thereon the routes of the CNR and 
the Trans-Siberian Railway, In_ 
stead of running the one an exten- 
sion of the other we see that they 
are actually parallel to each other. 
Are we aware that during the days 
of the Second World War when 
friendlier relations existed between 
Moscow and the free world, daily

Finance Chairman 
Criticizes Board 


Ald, L. Burrows levelled @ verbal 
broadside at the Lindsay Public 
School Board at the meeting of 
Lindsay Town Council on Monday 
night. Ald. Burrows’ wrath was tou- 
ched off when Town Clerk Allely 
read a letter from the Board askinz 
the council’s approval of a two- 
roémed addition on the South Ward 
School. The cost of the proposed ad- 
dition would be $35,200. If has al- 
ready been approved by the De- 
partment of Education. Approval 
is still required by the Town Coun- 
cil and the Ontario Municipal 
Board. 

Reeve Butler led off in the dis- 
cussion. He said that he didn’t know 
how the Board could expect the 
town to finance this extra expendi- 
ture. He said hat regardless of 
whether they needed the extra room 
or not, it couldn’t be financed. His 
Worship said that he had always 
maintained that the North Ward 
additions were unnecessary at the 
time they were built and he said 
that if the Board had built four 
rooms at the South Ward instead 
of two at each of the schools, their 
job and problem would have been 
licked. In speaking of the ni 
of two more rooms at the South 
Ward, Mayor Lamb said that it was 
quite evident that they were neces- 
Sary as at present kiddies, still in 
Public School would be required to 
walk all the way up to the Central 
School to ‘complete their public 
school education. He also stated that 
some children in some parts of the 
South Ward had to cross two high- 
Ways to get to the Central School 

Deputy Reeve Greaves wondered 
if there were enough space at the 


South Ward to accommodate all 


eight grades. This har been accom- 
plished in six rooms at the North 
Ward School for a great many 


years. Mr. Kilner said that the- 


average number of pupils per room 
in Lindsay public schools amounted 
to about 36 which was not consid- 
ered too many. Miss Greaves sug- 


gested that council find out if all — 


eight grades could be accommoda- 
ted in the South Ward School and 
if so, another two rooms would be 
unnecessary. 

It was at this point that Ald. Bur- 
rows, chairman of the finance com- 
uittee, rose to give his opinion 
on the matter. He said that the 
Lindsay Public School Board was 
showing a complete disregard for 
the town council. He said that he 
had made it known publicly that the 
council would not be able to take on 
any extra financing projects unless 


they were given careful consider-_ 


ation. He said that the debenture 
debt would be given 2 sharp boost 
by the time the sewage disposal 
plant and the paving operations 
were debentured and that he had 
slggested that the PS. Board 
should contact the council before 
making plans for any great expendi_ 
ture. > 

Ald. Burrows said that the town 
had built last year six rooms to the 
schools at a cost of $146,000. This 
he said would raise the debenture 
debt to $640,000. Added to this was 
necessary debentures which would 
have to be issued to cover paying 
costs. Tihs would bring the deben- 
ture debt above che $700,000 mark. 
He said that he could approve only 
the one expenditure this year. Either 
the school addition or the paying 
of Kent Street would have to be left 
until next year, he declared. The

Our prosperity 
and our national safety — nay the 
continuance of civilization itself— 
make it imperative that we see the 
world as men of this, the airplane 
age, know it to be. 

“You and I are members of a great 
organization comprising a third of 
a million men scattered among the 
people of all the free countries of 
the world. Rotary International is 
based upon the ideal of Service and 
by no means the least important as- 
pect is that ideal of International 
Service, But how can we discharge 
Our obligations as complete Rotar- 
lans unless we éntertain true con- 
cepts of what this world is like. 
What a sphere of influence is ours! 
You have entertained visiting Ro- 
tarians, I suppose, from a dozen 
foreign lands. In my brief mem- 
bership of the Peterborough Club I 
can recall visits from men from 
Shanghai, from Peping, from Aus- 
tralia, from the Philipines—drop- 
ping in to make up their attendance 
and to enjoy the fellowship of 
fellow Rotarians. Just a few weeks 
§80 we were electrified by an address 
delivered by His Excellency Mo- 
hammed All, Ambassador from Pa- 
kistan, a forme; member of the 
Rotary Clubs of Calcutta and Ran- 
g00n—who declared ‘If the ideal of 
Service above Self had been prac- 
ticed more widely, this would be a 
better world free from strife,” You 
sent parcels to oppressed Rotar- 
jans in enslaved Europe. 

“Hardly one of us cay remember 
& world which was not divided into 
two great armed camps each fight- 
ing the other in a gloom of misund- 
erstanding, Yonder in Korea blood 
is being spilled in fanatic devotion 
to ideas.

Strictly Speaking Government Interference 
Can Probably Be Blamed For The Present 
Shortage of Butter... . 

In order to get at the basic cause of the present 
butter shortage it is necessary to think back to the 
days of the second World War, At that time the govy- 
ernment interfered with the price which this product 
would command by imposing price control. A nominal 
ceiling price was put on butter and the farmers com- 
plained of the arrangement throughout the war on a 
moderate scale because they felt they could haye ob- 
tained more for their product on an open market. No 
one questioned this, but on the other hand no one was 
inclined to up much of a struggle against price control 
and so the situation prevailed. 

At the end of the war the government decided to 
relax its rigid control of prices but it wasn’t as simple 
as that. It was relatively easy to relax. price control 
but this was no guarantee that the industry affected 
would pick up where it left off at before the war. Price 
controls forced basic producers to channel production 
into lines which offered the best restricted earnings. 
It was apparent, even before the end of the war, 
that butter was not paying as well under price control 
as some other basic farm products because production 
was far short of requirements. This was the first 
sign that government price fixing was a failure and 
that it interfered with production. : 

The second sign came a short while ago when 
butter prices skyrocketted with the announcement that 
the nation’s butter supply, supposed to have been con- 
trolled by the government under a floor price arrange- 
ment, had suddenly run short. Here was evidence 
again that government price-fixing was not getting 
results. It could only be assumed_that the farmers, 
anticipating that the presence of margarine on the 
market would assure that current butter production 
would be ample and the price never go much above 
the floor level fixed, became disturbed. They again: 
began to look for more lucrative returns on their 
cattle investments. Beef marketing appeared more 
promising and many deserted the dairying field par- 
tially or entirely. 

No one can blame the farmers for looking out 
for themselves and trying to make a good profit on 
their investment and labor. They are quite justified 
in doing so. But there is a lot of criticism due a gov- 
ernment which intereferes with prices to the extent 
of seriously dislocating an industry. This appears to 
be happening in connection with agriculture. By the 
same token criticism could not be spared any farm 
group which tolerated government price-fixing in the 
light of recent experiences. 


WHY NOT A DAIRY 
MARKET FOR LINDSAY? 


An experiment wiich has proven successful in 
several American towns and one which is being tried 
out in a couple of Ontario centres might be success- 
fully introduced to Lindsay. Reference is made to the 
idea of direct from the producer to the consumer 
sale of milk on a cash and carry basis. 

The idea would seem to have a lot of merit in 
these days of high prices and the resulting reduc- 
tion in the cost of milk might encourage a little leg- 
work on the part of the consumer. 

Lindsay would seem to lend itself to such an ar- 
Tangement+quite well because relatively few outlets 
would place cash and carry milk within easy reach 
of almost everyone. 

It is possible that producers presently serving the 
town could arrange with businessess now equipped 
with refrigeration units to handle their product at a 
reduced price. 

Of course, everyone wouldn’t want to go to the 
trouble of purchasing milk on this basis but there 
are no doubt many families which would jump at the 
chance to save several cents on a quart. 

Ten cents a day saved on milk would be $36.50 


a year and that’s a big part of many families’ weekly 
income. 


OTHERS SAY 


TAKING THE CREAM OFF MILK 

Here’s a little common sense on the subject from 
Johin Atkins of The Rural Scene: 

The price of milk is fixed in most Canadian cities 
and provinces by men who operate controls that pre- 
vent producers and consumers from buying and sell- 
ing freely good milk, which meets all of the require- 
ments of health standards. 

“The cost established by the interference of con- 
trol boards fixes the price of milk for Canadian urban 
families. Without these control boards the health 
standards of milk could be maintained and fair prices 
could be established in eyery community by free deal- 
ing among producers, distributors and consumers, 
Control boards are only costly nuisances, which create 
waste and raise costs by interfering with the natural 
flow of trade. 

“The interests of farmers can be fully protected 
by co-operatives operated by the farmers themselves. 
If distributors fail to process and deliver milk effi- 
ciently, consumers may establish their own co-opera- 
tives to maintain healthy competition. 

“Tax rebates called Family Allowances, which are 
made possible by parents’ consumption of liquor and 
tobacco, are sufficient to provide milk for all children. 
The enormous cost of these tax rebates, which en- 
courage the self-indulgence of many parents, should 
be Iessened by spending the taxes involved directly on 
the health and education of children.”

LEGACIES AT 21? 

The sad tale of a young man who received a legacy 
amounting to $5,000. and promptly spent four-fifths 
of it on a new car was told by a Canadian trust com- 
pany this week. The young man was of age to receive 
the money, but even at 21 years, he failed to see what 
ultimate value the sum might have had to him, had 
he invested it soundly. 

The company raises the question of whether or not 
21 is a good age at which to pass on legacies from 
estates. In this case, the $5,000 was the entire sum 
passed on from a grandfather’s estate, and it was 
loosely handled. The damage takes two forms, in this 
instance. Firstly, the dissipation of the money in such 
a manner is to be deplored and indicates a lack of 
responsibility and experience on the young man’s part. 

Tt may be that the young jnan was strictly handled 
with regard to money during his youth, and when he 
suddenly acquired a fairly large sum he could not 
resist the temptation to “blow” it. In any case, the 
spending of such a sum in that manner was definitely 
out of proportion. % 

Secondly, such a procedure of spending is dangerous, 
because it does not teach thrift, and distorts the value 
of money. And in these days, as inflation hits harder 
and harcer, the value of money is distorted enough 
without being influenced by outside conditions. 

For the number of people who spend legacies fool- 
ishly at 21, however, there may well be many more 
whe spend wisely. It is difficult to generalize in such 
a situation, because no two people will act the same 
in the same situation. What is apparent here, though, 
is that some form of control should have been provided

Protein Has Come Into Its Own 

‘There is one food that is always 
found on every diet list for reduc- 
tion of weight, and that is animal 
protein --meat, eggs, fish, milk. 
When there is s shortage of ani- 
mal proteins or they become 50 high 
in price that some ere unable to 
purchase them, then vegetable pro- 
teins --oats, corn, wheat, barley-- 
are brought into more use. 

Why is protein so valuable to the 
body when we know that fats give 
twice the heat and energy of pro- 
teins and starches give the same 
amount as protein? 

Proteins do s number of impor- 
tant jobs in the body aside from 
giving heat and energy, Their chief 
function is to promote growth and 
repair of worn tissue and they have 
much to do with reproduction, How- 
ever, we are learning that protein 
has much to do with supplying sub- 
stances for use by the various glands 
which cannot supply the blood with 
their juices unless enough pro- 
tein is eaten. Thus, digestive juices 
and juices of the sex glands, the ex- 
tract_ from organs manufacturing 
the blood cells, depend upon pro- 
tein foods. 

It {s known that fat and sugar are 
stored in the body tissues to be us- 
ed in emergencies but unfortunately 
protein cannot be stored. This 
means that the body needs protein 
every day, usually about 15 per- 
cent of the total food intake. 

In The British Lancet, Dr. J.C. 
Spence pleads the cause of the 
adolescent. “The newly acquired in- 
dependence of these young people, 
together with their ignorance of 
dietetic principles, can result in mal- 
nutrition and those diseases such 
as tuberculosis to which it pre- 
disposes.” Dr. R. E. Smith adds that 
the more serious catarrhal compli- 
cations of whooping cough and 
measles are prevented or lessened in 

egree in the well-fed. The proper 
eolution is to provide a good midday 
meal for all adolescent workers and 
university students, 

There wos 2 time when meat was 
fot considered a proper food for 
young children, but today physici- 
ans are prescribing meat in more 
or less Uquid or semi-solid form for 
growing children particularly if a 
child is weak and run down after an 
illness. 

Further, a recent magazine ar- 
ticle stated that the manufacturers 
of small cans of meat for bables 
and children, after making 2 survey 
found that adults, single or young 
t™married couples, were large consum- 
ers of canned meats, Protein has 
come into its own.

Adenoids, Tonsils and Allergy 

It would seem that the wholesale 
removal of tonsils comes in waves 
of enthusiasm to correct or prevent 
various defects or diseases when 
certain symptoms are present and 
no other organ is apparently at 
fault. 

Now, despite some statistics about 
the value of removal of tonsils in 
children and adults which do not 
attach much importance to infect- 
jon from tonsils, practically every 
Physician hes had cases in which 
removal of tonsils has cleared up 
aches and pains, rheumatic and 
other kinds. In cases in which the 
pain did not disappear within what 
was considered a reasonable time, 
thé removal of the tonsils has been 
considered a useless operation. 
When the pain disappeared several 
months later ~-as long as 18 months 
after operation --the operation was 
given no credit, yet it is known that 
the infective organisms and their 
products remain in the blood and 
bowel for many months after the in- 
fective tonsils were removed. 

In Eye, Ear, Nose, and Throat 
Monthly, Drs, Francis L, Lederer 
and Arnold A, Grossman, University 
of Tilinols, state that the tonsil is 
now known to be a useful organ, 
especially in the younger child, as it 
plays a mejor role in “vaccinating” 
the body against various diseases, 
Tonsils are often called filters, se- 
parating poleons from the blood. 
Removal of normal tonsils can 
therefore prove harmful, It 1s a 
mistake to assume that all large 
tonsils are infected. Removal of 
large normal or uninfected tonsils 
to prevent disease of any kind 
(rheumatism or arthritis) is value~ 
less and may be detrimental. “’Ton- 
sils in children under 6 or 7 should 
not be zemoyed except under ex- 
treme circumstances,” says Drs, 
Lederer and Grossman. When al- 
lergy 15 present, tonsils should not 
he removed in most cases, This is 
the reason that removing tonsils 
does not prevent “head colds,” 

The general rule should be that 
when there is no infection present 
or obstruction irom large tonsils, 
neither the tonsils nor the adenoids 
should be removed in the child who

More Tobacco Than Bacon. 

Exports of Canadian bacon to the 
United Kingdom fell into a decided 
slump last month. 

The United Kingdom Information 
Office in Ottawa says that in Jan- 
uary, 450-thousand dollars worth of 
bacon was imported into Britain 
from Canadg. But last month—in 
February— the 450-thousand dollar 
figure fell to only 73-thousand dol- 
lars worth of bacon. 

However, wheat and wheat pro- 
duct exports to Britain are still hold- 
ing up strong. In January this year, 
Britain bought 11-million dollars 
worth of wheat and wheat products 
from Canads. In February, the 
figure was almost as high. 

Believe it or not, but Britain is 
spending more of her hard-earned 
dollars in Canada on tobacco than 
She is on bacon, while the February 
figures show imports of only 73- 
thousand dollars worth of bacon 
into Britain, they show that Britain 
bought two million, 360thousand 
dollars’ worth of tobacco from Can- 
ada. 

Egg Production Down 

Egg production in Canada is down 
| something like five percent during 
the first two months of this year. 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
reported in Ottawa yesterday that 
for the first fo months of the year, 
just under 55-mifllion dozen eggs 
were produced in Canada. In Janu- 
ary and February of last year, the 
figure was well over 58-mitllion doz- 
en. 

Egg production fell particularly 
during February. Production in that 
month amounted to 26-million 900 
thousand dozen as corepared with 
22-million dozen in January, and 28 
million 200 in-February a year ago. 

The Bureau says the drop result- 
ed in seasonal decreases in both the 
number of hens and the average 
Production per hen.

Emotional Factors May Not Cause 
But Aggravate High Blood Pressure 

Nearly every physician has treat- 
ed patients with one or more of 
the following diseases --peptic ul- 
cers, high blood pressure, poor mus- 
cular heart and heart murmurs, 

Physicians have learned how to 
size up these patients aside from 
any symptoms of the disease for 
which they have consulted them. 
And, while the emotional make- 
up of the patient affects the dis- 
ease and the physicians know that 
in many cases the make-up of the 
patient may cause the disease, they 
also know that the make-up may not 
cause the disease. 

In The New Zealand Medical 
Journal, Dr. B. W. Murphy asks 
the three following questions: 1. Do 
emotional disturbances enter into 
the causing of high blood pressure? 
2. Is there anything specific or 
“special” about the personalities and 
conflicts of high blood pressure 
patients? 3. Is the high blood pres- 
sure’s emotional state iniportant 
from the standpoint of treatment? 

Dr. Murphy's observations and the 
opinions of other investigators would 
show that while emotional conflict 
cannot be regarded as the cause of 
high blood pressure, it has an in- 
timate relation to the cause. Dr, 
Murphy disagrees with statements 
concerning a special type of per- 
scnality as most Ukely or prone to 
develop high blood pressure. With 
this many physicians will not agree 
because most of the high blood pres- 
sure patients who consult them are 
irritable and tensed all the time or 
grossly overweight, 

It is true that while the peptic 
ulcer patient is usually thin, with 
narrow chest, narrow abdomen 
which does not allow stomach to be 
in a good emptying position, there 
are exceptions and these exceptions 
can be explained by some sudden 
or unusual conflict, and this, in 
Dr. Murphy’s opinion, is the cause 
of the high blood pressure. 

"A real noed exists for psychiat~ 
ric examination and treatment in 
all high blood pressure patients 
and, after a physical examination 
aleo, the patient can be reassured 
by explaining vo him how even de- 
pbepite his calm or leyel emotional 
make-up, unusial conflicts, by 
keeping him tensed, raise his blood 
pressure,” he writes. 

Dr. Walter P. Cannon, Yale, has 
shown that functional diseases be- 
come organic in time. 

The thought is that no matter 
what our emotional make-up, we 
should try to develop @almness or

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KIRKFIELD WOMAN IS BURNED T0 DE 
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Chidgey’s Bail Is Doubled 
After Preliminary Hearing 


William Chidgey’ was committed 
for trial by a higher court by Mag- 
{strate E. A, Gee at the. conclusion 
of Wednesday's preliminary hearing 
at the Lindsay Police Court, It is 
charged that Chidgey was in the 
possession of bonds totalling $1,100 
which he Knew to be stolen. The 
hearing on Wednesday was conduct- 
ed, as Crown Attorney Jordan point_ 
ed out to the Court, to ascertain if 
there were sufficient evidence of 
guilt to hold the accused for trial 
before a higher court. 

The Crown presented evidence by 
employees ct the A. T. Claxton de- 
partment store in Lindsay, to show 
that the safe, containing money and 
bonds had been forced over the 
Ohristmas weekend. The safe was 
found broken open on the morning 
of December 27th, 1950, by two em- 
ployees coming to work. Also pres- 
ent to testify were bank clerks who 
testified that the accused William 
Chidgey had cashed bonds in two 
Toronto banks on December 30th 
and another on January 8th, 1951. 
One witness was present from To- 
ronto who told the court that he 
was a desk clerk in a Toronto hotel 
and he testified that he had signed 
the accused in on the evening of 
December 2ist. 

David Thomson, counsel tor the 
accused, in summing up, pointed out 
that the Crown had adduced evi- 


dence of a break-in or robbery and} 


had further shown that the bonds 
had come into the possession of a 
man who had cashed them under 
the signature of W. Chidgey. But, 
he said, the charge had allegeq that 
the accused William Chidgey had 
been in the possession of the bonds 
“knowing them to be stolen.” This 
he maintained had not been proven 
or even suggested by the Crown's 
evidence. He said that there, in 
some cases, could be a slight pres- 
umption that a person who is in the 
possession of stolen property knows 
it to be stolen but the onus rested 
with the Crown to prove that such 
was the knowledge of the accused. 


Mr. Thomson then quoted several} 


cases from the records whereby he 
Stated that the justices hac ruled 
that a person so accused could not 
be considered guilty unless it could 
be proved that the accused knew 
tie goods to be stolen. 

My. Thomson then outlined what 
had been presented by the Crown: 
the bank teuler had testified that 
the accused had cashed the bonds 
under his own name: the bunds had 
been so'd at tanks at their par val- 
ue, oot cteddled on the street at a 
discount; and the bonas had been 
cashed very shortly alter the rob- 
bery. Mr. Thomson averred that 
these were not the actions of a ra- 
tional man who knew the bonds to 
be stolen 

Crown Attorney Jordan, in re- 
plying and suming up, said that the 
court Was not concerned with the 
innocence or guilt of the arecused 
but was interested only in whether 
there was su‘ficient evidence point 
ing to his guilt to have hin' com- 
mitted for trial at a higher court, 
He maintained that the knowledge 
of the accused az to the source of 
the bonis was only one element to 
be considered. He asserted that 
when it was preven that the accus- 
ed nad had possession of the bones 
the onus rested on the accused to 


expiain where he got them which 
he added, had not been done. He 
said that he tad shown thav the 
accused had cashed bonds in two 
diffesent Yanks on the same day 
and at ano\her about one week lat- 
er. Tis bit of evidence, he averred, 
indicaled thet the accused was a- 
Ware that there was something wrong 
witn the bonos. 
uded by saying that the 
Cours hag only to decide if .here 
was sufficient evidence presented to 
Warrant committing accused for trial 
before a higher court. He said that in 
his opinion, the Court had little 
choice but to commit the accused be- 
cause the knowledge of whether the 
accused knew the bonds to be stolen 
remainec wth the accused and their 
possession had pot been explained. 
His Worship felt that the evidence 
justified his committing the accused 
for trial before a higher cour;, 
Mr Thomson suggested that 
cash hail be set at $1,000, the same 
as it had been since the accused's 
arrest, He was somewhat taken 
aback when Mr. Jordan asked’ that 
bail be set at $2,009 and said that it 
would mean that the accused would 
be waiting in jail. Bail however was 
set at $2,000 cash or $5,000 proper:y 
The accused Chidgey was returned 
to the cells pending the raising of 
bail.

Webdale walked the quarter mile 
back to attend her fire. Mrs. Chry- 
sler noticed about 15 minutes later 
that the Webdale house was afire 
and rushed to the scene and went 
in the flaming house to iry to find 
Mrs. Webdale. She managed to get

The house, which had been moved 
over an old foundation, was still 
partly up on skids and with the 
increased draft, burned ‘o the 
ground very quickly.

Canadians who want to serve in 
Korea --or with any brigade raised 
for Europe +-may soon get all 
their battle training in Canada. 
The boys now fighting in Korea 
had their final training at Fort 
Lewis, Washington, because facili- 
ties were lacking at any camp in 
Canada, 

Now defense Minister Claxton 
announces plans to allow Canadians 
to get final battle training on home 
soil --plans that call for expansion 
of the army’s 130-thousand acre 
camp at Wianwright, Alberta. 

On the drawing board --slated for 
immediate construction -are 25 
buildings --that include quarters for 
the officers and sergeants adminis- 
tration buildings, lecture halls, 
Warehouses and garages. 

When this construction program 
is completed, army spokesmen say 
the camp will provide sufficient 
facilities to train a brigade.

The constable said that he went 
to the doctor to have the finger 
fixed and after 38 stitches were put 
in, a cast was put on the hand in 
an effort to restore the finger. He 
said the doctor told him that the 
finger would probably be stiff. 

The accused was remanded in 
custody for one week for sentence.

This curfew 
was enforced until December, 1924, 
in an effort to alleviate considerable 
disorders in Northern Ireland dur- 
ing that period. 

There is no mention made as to 
when the curfew became assoclated 
with keeping children off the streets. 

How even the word “curfew” got 
into the act, the Children’s Protec- 


word was originally coined in France 
it appears and had no reference to 
children. The dictionary shows that 
it was derived from couvre-feu, to 
cover fire. It cannot be established 
just who coined the word. William 
the Conqueror is given credit for 
introducing it to the English langu- 
age although many Englishmen say 
t>at he merely enforced a law en- 
acted by Alfred the Great some 
years earlier, In any case, the ring- 
ing of the curfew was a general 
pr ctice about 10 p.m. every night 
in Europe during the Middle Ages. 
When the bell was rung, it signalled 
the townsfolk to cover their fires 
as a safety precaution before bed- 
ding down for the night. In those 
past centuries, homes were not 
equipped with oil furnaces but with 
a fire built in e hole in the middle 


and the fire hazard was considered 
great. It is recorded however that 
the Barbers’ Quarter in the city of 
Venice was exempted from this cur- 
few and could fire away all night. 
Haircuts in those days were lower 
| than present standards and the 
barbers had to crowd in a bit of 
overtime as surgeons and therefore 
had to keep strange hours and were 
authorized to keep fires going all 
night. Coupled with the orders to 
put a cover on all fires when the 
curfew was rung, the English were 
also forced to put out all lights but 
in 1100 Henry Ist abolished this part 
of the law 

Curfews gradually disappeared as 
methods of erecting houses and 
building heating apparatus impro- 
ved and was abolished in many 
parts of Europe by the 17th and 
18th Centurics. In England, the 
practice dwindled until in the latter 
part of the 18ta Cer.tury there were 
o: ly about two such curfews still 
ringing. During the last year of 
World War I the curfew was rein- 
stated in England in an effort 
“to conserve coal end from April, 
1918 until December of the same 
year a curfew was rung to warn 
restaurants and theatres to put out 
their lights.

Of 
that total, some 25-thousand were 
Killed —.about 128-thousand wound- 
ed ..and more than 75-thousand are 
listed as missing in action 

South Korean forces suffered the 
bulk of the allied casualtes ..more 
than half. And the United States 
--with about 48 per cent of the 
troops fighting in Korea -had more 
than 57-thousand casualties about 
one-fourth of the total. 

But American army figures show | 
that in about the same period of | 
time, the Communist forces have | 
suffered more than 1760-thousand | 
casualties --more than three-times | 
the losses of the allies.

Say Europe Relieved 
Canucks Cheer Silently 


(British United Press) 

General MacArthur is now 8 gen- 
eral without a job. 

Routing newsmen out of bed be- 
fore dawn, Washington disclosed 
that President Truman had fired 
his talkative general ...relieved’ hin 
of his posts of American Comman- 
der in the Far East, the U-N com- 
mand, the allied leadership and 
chief of United States army forces. 

‘Truman said that MacArthur had 
failed to give “wholehearted” sup- 
port of American and U-N policies. 
And Truman cited official records 
to show the general had failed to 
obey orders about N-O-T comment- 
ing on political or diplomatic mat- 
ters. 

‘Truman’s terse message firing the 
general reached him as he lunched 
in the American Embassy in Tokyo. 
MacArthur's military aid says he 
took the news “‘without turning a 
hair,” and added that this was the 
general's “finest hour.” 

To the demands for a statement, 
the general said only: “Not now, 
no, not now.” 

Staff officers in Tokyo were bit- 
ter and sarcastic about the dis- 
charge, seeing it as political expe- 
diency. But combat officers on leave 
from Korea did n-o-t seem overly- 
concerned about the news. 

Truman named Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Matthew Ridgway of the 8th 
army in Korea to succeed Mac- 
Arthur, and Lieutenant General 
James Van Fleet to take over Ridg- 
way’s job. 

The shifts in command caised an 
immediate storm of protest in Wa- 
shington ...with some republicans 
backing MacArthur to the fullest. 
They felt the dismissal was a tragic 
blunder, and will press for a full 
investigation of Truman’s action In 
addition, some Republicans appar- 
ently intend to make MacArthur's 
policy proposals an issue in the 
next American election. 

EUROPE RELIEVED 
BY DISMISSAL 

Europe hes breathed an almost 
audible sigh of relief oyer the firing 
of General MacArthur. 

The Europeans hail the end of his 
command as easing their great fear 
..the explosion of the Korean war 
into a full-scale conflict with Com- 
munist China, 

The French foreign office said 
Truman’s decision “makes it clear 
that he is as anxious as the French 
government that nothing should be 
done to extend the war in Korea.” 

A French newspaper --the “Paris- 
Presse” --says the firing was “A 
Magnificent Victory .,..for Europe 
over the isolationists and republi- 
cans who were ready to risk 2 third 
world war.’ 

In London, a socialist newspaper 
--“The “Star” --printed a dispatch 
from Washington saying the dismis- 
sal ended what many believed “was 
the dream and obsession of Mac- 
Arthur to be the conqueror of the 
forces of Communism ......and he- 
come the greatest hero in American 
history.” 

The Italian Foreign Minister -- 
Count Carlo Sforza --said in Rome 
that the firing of the general was 
“the best thing” since it was neces- 
sary for a single U-N policy in the 
far east. 

The British view is expected to be 
expressed offiically this afternoon 
when Foreign Minister Morrison 
addresses commons. 

And in Paris, the Secretary Gen- 
eral of the United Nations --Trygve 
Lie --said the news about MacAr- 
thur was “important”. But he said 
it was not an internal matter of the 
United States and it would n-o-t be 
proper for him to comment further 
OTTAWA MAKES NO 
SECRET OF FEELINGS 

Canadian officials have silently 
cheered the firing of General Dou- 
glas MacArthur. 

For the record they have reserved 
comment on the grounds that it’s 
a matter of internal United States 
policies and politics. 

But there’s no secret about the 
feeling in Ottawa. The General's 
statements have kept the goyern- 
ment on edge since early In the 
Korean War.

Cigarettes May 
Advance Nickel 


The actual new excése tax on cig- 
arettes only works out at about 
3 cents a package, but the price may 
go up as much as five cents any- 
way. 

President Edward ©. Wood of the 
Imperial Tobacco Company said in 
Montreal today Imperial plans to 
add one cent per package to cover 
higher costs. One addition cent, 
pushing the total boost to five cents, 
would cover the increaseq tax on 
tobacco and the rise from eight to 
10 per cent in the general sales tax. 

Provincial cigarette taxes will 
also take a slightly larger bite, Al- 
though remaining at the same rate, 
they would be based on a higher to_ 
tal figure. 

Wood said it would take a few 
days to determine the precise new 
cost of cigarettes. He points out, 
however, that the increase does not 
affect supplies now held by re- 
tailers. The new taxes apply on the 
manufacturer's Jevel and are passed 
on the consumers. So, for the 
time belng, the price of cigarettes 
is still what it was yesterday. (BUP) 


Hydro Rates 
In Lindsay 
Hold Firm 


About the brightest spot in today’s 
news insofar as Lindsay people are 
concerned is found in an announ~ 
cement by the Lindsay Hydro 
Commission. The manager of the 
system, Mr. J. Lightbody, announ- 
ced this morning that there would 
NOT be any increase in hydro ra- 
tes here this year. 

Mr. Lightbody’s disclosure was 
contained in the following state- 
ment on behalf of the commission: 

“In January of this year the 
Lindsay Commission was advised by 
the Ontario Hydro-Electric Power 
Commission that the cost of pow- 
er to Lindsay would be increased on 
January lst by approximately 12 
percent which would amount to an 
increase in cost to the local com- 
mission of approximately $20,000 
per year. The Lindsay Commission 
were of the opinion that this in- 
crease could not be absorbed wi:h- 
out further increase in the rates 
to the consumers, consequently a 
deputation waited upon the HEPC 
and requested permission to in- 
crease the retail rates to compen- 
sate for the increased costs. At this 
time the public was advised through 
the local press that a further in- 
crease in rates was in prospect.” 

“At their meeting last night the 


H commission was informed by letter 
| from the HEPC that this increase 


had been reconsidered and revised 
downward so that the increase to 
the Lindsay Commission would be 
only 3 percent or approximately 
5,000 per year.” 

“The commission feel confident 
that they can absorb this latter 


_amount due to increased revenue 


and are pleased to announce that 
barring unforeseen circumstances 
there will be no increase in local 
hydro rates this year.

Lindsay Gave America Its Only 
Woman Stagecoach Robber...? 


An American publication has rec- 
ently come up with a story that the 
only woman stagecoach robbey in 
United States history came from 
Lindsay. The woman, Pearl Bart, 
says the writer of the article, was 
the former Pearl Saylor, of Lindsay. 

The story as recounted says that 
the woman who was to go down in 
history as the only women ever to 
Tob a stagecoach was lured away 
from here by her husband Charley 
who took her from here while she 
was still attending school. After 
a series of not very successful ven- 
tures and one trip back home to 
see mother, Pearl went to the Unit- 
ed States, while still a young wom- 
an, where she eventually got !n- 
volved in a stagecoach holdup with 
an Arizona prospector, Joe Coot. 

The story says that while in Ariz_ 
ona, cooking for Joe, she received 
word that her mother had moved to 
Toledo and was on the verge of 
death, The only solution that ap- 
peared to the two to raise money 
for the trip to Toledo was to rob a 
stagecoach. Fortunately, in that part 
of the U.S. A. one of the few rem- 
aining stagecoaches was still opera. 
ting, Accordingly, Joe and Pear! held 
it up in an amateurish fashion and 


made off with over $400 taken from 
the passengers and a brace of pistols 
from the coach, In making their 
escape, Joe, who knew as much a- 
boubt the territory as he did abont 
holding up stages, got lost and led 


,them back to the scene of the crime. 


After a painstaking journey of sev- 
eral more days the two were arrest- 
ed by members of a posse not 20 
miles from where they had started. 
Joe Coot was convicted and order- 
ed to serve three years. Pearl, at her 
first trial was acquitted by the all- 
man jury who took a light view of 
her plight. This jury were accord- 
ingly roasted by the presiding judge 
for such levity and a new trial was 
ordered at which Pearl was found 
guilty and drew five years. Various 
Women's organizations pled her 
and in 1902, three years after her 
capture, she was released. 

In 1927, a little old lady asked to 
be shown the ‘cells in Tucson, Ariz- 
ona. She said that she was Pearl 
Bart and had at one time spent 
considerable time there.

Editorial 


THE WARNING DID MORE « 
HARM THAN GOOD.... 

The inflation of today might not be as bad as

MORE ABOUT ANTIHISTAMINES 

The New York Academy-of Medicine, seriously con- 
cerned over the continued emphasis on the use of 
antihistamine drugs for the prevention and treatment 
of the common cold, has issued a stern warning to 
doctors and the laity that the antihistamines “are of 
no value jn the treatment of true colds,” and may 
be distinctly dangerous, particularly to children. “Bight 
infants under two years of age are reported to have 
died from the effects of antihistamines and others 
are reported to have had convulsions. Most resulted 
from accidental overdosage,” the statement read. In 
adults, the academy has found that the antihistamines 
exert ill effects on the nervous system, the heart and 
digestive tract, and in some instances have caused 
granuloctopenia, a serious ailment in which the white 
blood cells are diminished in quantity —Newsweek

Nation’s Social Security Program 


Credit Curbs 
Are Being 
Tightened Up 


The government has moved to 
strengthen its anti-inflation drive 
through its controls on credit buy- 
ing. 

Finance Minister Douglas Ab- 
bott will shortly introduce amend- 
ments which will broaden the base 
of the credit curbs to include bank 
financing of installment sales, as 
well as the retail sales already 
controled. 

The notice makes it clear that the 
government means to keep separate 
its credit control powers from em= 
ergency powers parliament grant- 
ed earlier this session. 

Officials point out that retail 
buying in Canada hit a record high 
of 675-million dollars during Jan- 
uary --20 per cent more than in 
January 1950. Both cash and cre- 
dit sales increased despite the tigh- 
tening of credit last November. 

But the percentage of cash sales 
increased, officials say, proving that. 
the controls had some effecc 


Western Farmers 
Demand Automatic 
Floor On Products 


Spokesmen for western farmers 

have angrily demanded that Can- 
ada call again on Britain for a fin- 
al payment on the Anglo-Canadian 
Wheat Agreement. 
( In a strongly-worded complaint 
against “mismanagement of af- 
fairs,” the Prairie Farmers’ Union 
notified the government in Ottawa 
that farmers don’t consider the 65- 
million-dollar bonus from federal 
funds as a final settlement. 

The union’s brief, presented to 
the cabinet today, says the farm- 
ers will “continue to press for fur- 
ther cash payments” to bring the 
overall price for the wheat sold to 
Britain from 1946 to 1949 up to two 
dollars a bushel 

Eleven delegates in Ottawa to pre- 
sent a long list of complaints for 


farmers in Alberta, Saskatchewari, 


and Manitoba, attacked Trade 
Minister C. D. Howe for “misman- 
aging” the contract with Britain. 

The brief says Howe's state- 
ments in the House of Commons 
on the subject are “unsatisfactory 
and unconvincing.” 

The organized farmers also seck 
an “automatic” -floor under the 
prices for all agricultural produce 
They want the agricultural prices 
support act ammended to include 
all farm produce not already 
named in the act. And 
they suggest that the iloor prices 
swing into operation automaticaliy 
when the general price of any 
product drops helow an agreed per- 
centage of parity. 

The eight-thousand word sub- 
mission claims that farmers are 
not receiving parity prices for their 
produce. (BUP)

The government was warned to- 
day that Communism may gain 
friends in Canada because of the 
slowness in developing th? nation’s 
social security program. 

Canada’s 68-year-old Trades and 
Labor Congress told Prime Minis- 
ter St. Laurent that “Communism 
feeds and grows upon social and 
economic insecurity.” 

Congress President Percy R. Ben- 
gough told Mr. St. Laurent and the 
cabinet that labor unions have been 
forced to conclude that the govern- 
ment isn’t concerned enough with 
improving the conditions of the 
people. 

Said Bengough: “We do know 
that too little has been done and 
that a great amount of resetment 
and dissatisfaction exists.” 

The union brief, presented in the 
lofty railway committee room in 
the House of Commons at noon, ex- 
pressed concern over slowness in 
developing Canadian defenses and 
in fighting inflation. 

But the unionists argued that the 
cost of military preparedness need 
not come before a program of com- 
prehensive social security. Nor do 
the union believe that living costs 
“should be allowed to skyrocket as 
they have during the past four 
years.” cs 

Bengough said the brief was 
drawn up at the T-L-C annual 
convention, where the views of more 
than half a million affillated mem- 
bers were represented. 

The ministers heard a grim warn- 
ing that “Communism prvoides an 
outlet for the frustrated. It appeals 
to the hungry, the ill-clothed, the 
poorly-housed, and the misfits”. 
The brief added that even the edu- 
cated, the ambitious, and the high- 
ly-trained can fall prey to Com- 
munism when they are without se- 
curity and opportunity”. 


Howe Rejects 
Demands For 
Controls

Trade Minister CD. Howe put 
the government's anti-inflation pro- 
gram before Canadians Monday.... 
and it went like this: 

Stop panic buying ....work harder 
..produce as much as possible 


“and have faith in the nation, 


Howe spearheaded the govern- 
ment’s attack against a determined 
oposition pressing for price controls 
when the commons opened Its full- 
dress debate on the rising cost-ot1- 
living. 

He pushed aside the opposition’s 
demands for controls saying “The 
Canadian citizen would have to be 
“regimented and pushed around” 
to make a price control plan work 

He says the opposition wants 
controls that would not harm any- 
one ....but such controls would not 
be worth the paper they are writ- 
ten on. 

“There is no shortage of consum- 
er goods in sight,” he says, “And 
the defense budget. will not have too 
great a drain on our resources as 
in all-out war. 

Howe denies the government has 
a defeatist attitude against Iinfla- 
tion and says “we're fighting in- 
flation in the field in which we 
think it will do the most good, 
namely in fiscal and monetary po- 
licies.”

He said 
three two-room additions had been 
build during last year and that 
probably he was as responsible as 
anyone for there not being a four- 
room addition to South Ward last 
year. He explained’ that when the 
Schools were under discussion there 
was considerable indecision about 
the Collegiate and it was thought 
that eventually it would be given to 
the Public School Board and a new 
Collegiate erected. Since then it had 
been learned that the present col- 
legiate will be used with additions 
and it now became necessary for 
the Board to provide the proper ac_ 
commodation. The North Ward, said 
Dr, Parker, is now well accommo- 
dated. Some felt that a change of 
boundaries would have made it un- 
necessary to build the additions 
there but, he said, the principals 
hhad discussed this point ang had 
concluded that such arrangements 
would not be satisfactory. 

Dr. Parker related how he had 
Suggested that two more rooms be 
added to the South Ward School. He 
pointed out that Grades 6, 7 and 8 
had been forced to walk past their 
school] and go to the Central 
School. The parents of these chil- 
dren would feel they had suffered 
an injustice. This 4s a strong ar- 
gument, said Dr. Parker, but was 
not the reason why it had been sug- 
gested that the addition be under- 
taken. The extra rooms were needed 
because of the influx of new pupils 
coming to the school. The chair- 
man sald that the new rooms are 
not occupied fully as yet because, 
since they had not been available 
until February, the principals had 
felt that any change at that time 
would have disrupted the progress 
of the classes. He said that the 
Board, when setting its budget, had 
lopped off several thousand dollars. 
He told council that if some of the 
members could inspect some of the 
schools and see the equipment they 
would raise thelr hands in “holy 
horror” and he stressed that a great 
deal of money was needed to bring 
the Lindsay schools to the necessary 
standard required now, 

In talking of the school popula- 
tion, Dr. Parker said that at present 
there were 191 pupils in the school. 
There were, in addition, 103 South 
Ward Pupils in the Central School. 
If these, he said, were sent to their 
own school, the South Ward, there 
would be a total of 294 pupils in 
the six-room school, or 49 pupils 
per room which is against the-regu_ 
lations. Even in an eight-room 
school there would be 37 pupils per 
room which were plenty. He said 
that 36 pupils would be leaving the 
school this year at the end of Grade 
eight, but there would be 36 more 
beginners in the fall. He Said that 
according to the census figures, 
there would be at least 61 coming 
into the South Ward in the fall of 
1952, “Where are we going to put 
them?" asked Dr. Parker, He fur_ 
ther noted that the people of the 
town could demand accommodation 
for their children at the age of five,

Dr. Parker said that the Depart- 


ment of Education hag also recently 
asked that a grouping system of 
education in the public schools be 


adopted. This would group pupils of 
Grades 1, 2 and 3 together and 
would take three rooms. The 


Board, he said, was obliged to con- 
cur in the wishes of the Department 
and as yet such a grouping plan 
had not been set up because of lack 
of space and such a system could 
uot be set up until more rooms were 
ouilt. He said that the rooms couldn't 
be built overnight and warned that 
the last additions had taken nearly 
six months more to complete than 
had been expected. He said that the 
Department had countenanced the 
need for more rooms at the South 
Ward and had also countenanced 
‘the fact that two rooms would be 
jmade available. at the Central 
School for household science and 
manual training. He said that a big 
percentage of the pupils who leave 
public school never get through Col_ 
legiate and hence don't get any 
training in anything that will per- 
mit them to start out making a liv- 
ing. He said many leaye before 
they pass Grade 7 or 8 because they 
“cannot succeed academically and 
the present educational facilities 
Were wasted on them. He said that 
equipment for teaching these class- 
es was not available at either the 
North Ward or _the South Ward 
Schools. Some equipment has been 
installed in the Central School but 
the space was inadequate. He said 
that such classes and equipment 
Were necessary in all the schools. A 
properly equipped room for House- 
hold Science and Shopwork would 
cost $40,000 and an addition could 
be made at the South Ward for $32,_ 
000 to make the rooms available at 
the Central School. The Provincial 
Government, sald Dr. Parker would 
foot 25 per cent of the bill and the 
Board was cbligated to provide the 
nectssary rooms. 

Ald. Burrows, chairman of the fi- 
mance committee, was the first 
member of council to take up this 
matter. He said that it appeared to 
him that Dr. Parker was talking of 
the needs of the pupils while he, as 
a member of council, was talking 
about “Joe Taxpayer.” He said that 
he couldn’t understand why the 
Board made such plans without 
finding out how the town stoog fin- 
anclally. He pointed out that three 
two-room additions had beer built 
in 1950. He said that he was basing 
his argument on “either we get two 
rooms in the South Ward or pave 
Kent Street.” He said that the town 
could not do both this year. If they 
did, he warned, the debenture debt 
would be raised to $900,000. He con_ 
tended it was not good economy to 
carry a debt of more than 10 per 
cent of the capital assets or assess- 
ment which is $8,341,111. in Lindsay. 
He said that the town is still car- 
rying a debt of $8,000 for the Pub- 
lc Schools to which would be add- 
ed $146,000 for the additions to the 
schools in 1950. He said that the 
town’s debenture debt was more 
than $182,000, There will be $482,000 
or more approved for debenture this 
year which brings the total to $665,- 
000, He said that further additions: 
to the debt this year would raise it 
to slightly more than $700,000 before 
either the proposed addition or the 
paving was added. He said that the 
town clerk had been notified that 
the debenture sales were changing 


and that the rate of interest had in- * 


creased and added that he thought 
the town should tread very care- 
fully. He concluded “As I see it, it 
is our purpose to decide which is the 
most necessary this year, the pav- 
ing program or the additions in the 
South Ward. I am not behind either 
but cannot approve both.” He said 
that he had no idea what Kent 
Street would cost.

Radio Station 
Refused License 
Council Informed 


It appears that Lindsay will not 
have a radio station located here 
for some time. At Monday night's 
meeting of council, Ald. Burrows 
relayed the information to council 
that the proposed station had been 
refused a licence by the Board of 
Governors of the CB.C. 

The letter was sent to Lindsay 
by the Hon. Lionel Chevrier. Minis- 
ter of Transport. He said that the 
Board of Governors of the C.B.C. 
had decided to grant no more li- 
cences for proposed radio stations 
until the world situation and the 
supply situation in Canada improv- 


Ald. Cote made a motion that coun- 
cil authorize the Board to build two 
rooms on the South Ward School. 
His Worship vacated the chair and 
seconded the motion.

His Worship led with 
“The Public School Board can over- 
rule council in this matter, Memb- 
ers of council have been lax in their 
decision.” Reeve Butler countered 
with “Hear, hear; retract that.” His 
Worship blasted back with “Retract 
nothing.” “We can see our solicitor 
and settle this” said Ald. Burrows to 
conclude the debate.

Canada May 
Become Major 
Steel Producer

Canada is destined to become ons 
of the world’s major producers of 
“iron and steel 

That's the forecast of M. S. Fo= 
theringham, President and Gen- 
eral manager of Steep Rock Iron 
Mines Limited. 

The mining head told the an- 
nual meeting of the Canadian In- 
stitute of mining and metallurgy in 
Quebec city that the new iron ore 
finds will create jobs, communities, 
transport lines and investment op- 
portunities. 

Fotheringham admitted that last 
year the value of iron ore mined 
ranked sixth in the list of metallic 
minerals, But, he added. “when 
Canadian iron ore production 
climbs to a rate of 30-million tons 
“annually --as it will inevitably --its 
yalue of at least 250 million dollars 
will far outrank that of any min- 
eral produced in this country.” He 
said plans for the rich new fields 
in Ontario, Newfoundland, Quebec 
-and Labrador called for record 
production. 


Chocolate-Coated 
Laxatives, Paint 
Child Poisoners 


Toronto, April 9—(BUP)— Lead, 
usually from paint, was cited today 
as the largest single cause of pois- 
oning in children. 

Doctors John R. Ross and Alan 
Brown made the report in an article 
published in the Canadian Medical 
Association Journal. 

The doctors stated that ‘young 
children teething on painted cribs 
and toys often suffer from lead 
poisoning. 

The doctors said that it is not 
usually found to occur. with new 
objects, as manufacturers have be- 
gun to use a lead-free paint. 

The doctors found that of 33 per= 
sons admitted to Toronto hospitals 
during the past two years, as cases 
of lead poisoning, five of them died, 

The second most common child 
poisoner is strychnine, used in 
chocolate ‘coated laxatives. Thirty 
two cases of this sort have been 
treated in the past ten years at 
Toronto hospitals, and six of the 
children died. 

The doctors explained that the 
children often mistake the laxa- 


tive for candy and eat too many 
pills.

THE PERENNIAL DOG PROBLEM ARISES 


With the advent of spring thoughts of gardeners ' 


turn to the back fifty and to dogs. This is a night- 
marish season for gardeners who live in neighbor- 
hoods where dogs abound and little-or no cheelt ts 
kept on them, These poor souls hardly know an 
easy moment from the time they set out their seeds 
or seedlings until they have been harvested because 
they never know the instant a dog or pack of dogs 
(two or three to the average. town pack) will dash 
across their plot. Tomato plants which have been 
carefully protected from the ravages of late frosts 
may suddenly become extinct with one well-placed 
dog’s paw as it lunges across the garden and shallow 
planted seeds are liable to come up anywhere within 
a radius of three or four yards, if at all, after a fayor- 
jte bone has been buried among them. 

Now, gardening neighbours generally are pretty 
good people. They can stand a lot of abuse without 
making too much fuss---in fact a really good neigh- 
pour would prefer infringement on his rights to causing 
hard feelings. These neighbours are also fond of 
dogs and wouldn’t want to impose any hardship on 
them. They don’t want to ask that the law covering 
dogs be enforced rigidly nor do they wish to make 
life miserable for their neighbours of their dogs m 
any other way, They just want to haye the privilege 
of planting a garden and seeing it come to fruition 
without being damaged by roaming dogs. 

How about it then? Don’t you. think that neigh- 
pours who are trying to be kind and considerate de- 
serve a little of the same treatment? Is it too much 
to ask that your gardening neighbour be helped to 
boost the nation’s food supply by keeping your pet 
under control during the growing months? You're 
the only one who can answer that and upon your 
answer will hinge some of the goodwill which exists 
in your neighbourhood this spring and summer. 


WHAT IS THE REAL REASON > 
BEHIND PREVAILING HIGH 
FOOD PRICES? : : 

Byeryone knows that the price of. food is exceed- 
ingly high—higher than at any time in Canada’s his- 
tory—but what is the real reason behind it? 

Are basic prices too high? The producers say 
not and are demanding floor prices on certain com- 
modities to protect their production cost outlay. 

What about the prices levied by the manufac- 
turers and the markup taken by distributors? Are 
these out of line? There is very little to go by in 
these cases unless one could take a peak at their 
profit and loss sheets and the chances of doing this 
are remote. 

It is, however, interesting to note the following 
things: 

{a) basic producers claim they 
some products. 

Jabor claims the costof. liying is out of propor- 
tion to their earnings. i 
manufacturers, processors and distributors of food 
products! are not complaining about the state of 
their business, but in some instances they point 
out that the only way to get lower prices is to 
produce more. 3 

In view of the present inflationary spiral of the 
price of foodstuffs it is only too apparent that some 
really determined effort should be put forward to 
get at the basic cause of the trouble, and at least 
offer a workable solution to the dilemma in which 
the nation finds itself. Leadership in this matter was 
never more urgently needed nor more sadly lacking.

On the other hand it could be that the present 
administration has altogether too much power—power 
bordering on the dictatorial—in which case the clec- 
torate can only wait with a retentive memory. tintil 
the next election rolls around. Surely, if such is the 
case, the lack of wisdom in giving any one political 
party too firm a grip on the reins has been too clearly 
illustrated to bear repetition.

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OTHERS SAY 


MORE FOR LESS 

What is happening to the Post Office? Pirst, there 
is an economy drive which cults deliveries to one a 
day. Now, there is an increase in rates. As of Mon- 
day the publie finds itself in the unhappy position of 
paying more money for less service, 

The most significant changes are those concern- 
ing third-class mail. Hitherto, circulars, posteards and 
similar printed matter have been delivered for one 
cent; now, it will cost two, This will mean a substan- 
tial inerease in costs for companies which advertise 
by direct mail. But it is not only such companies 
that will be affected. Churches, clubs and organiza- 
tions in ‘general will find it more expensive to keep in 
touch with their members. Take the case of a church 
which sends out 500 notices a week. Mailing costs 
at the old rate were $260 a year: at the new rate, 
they will be $520. 

The increase in bookyrates is not merely undesir- 
able. In a country like Canada, it is inexcusable. Be- 
cause of our sparse population, a great many Cana- 
diangs have to buy or borrow books by mail. This is 
something the Government should encourage by low- 
ering the rates. Instead, the Government discourages 
it by raising them. The Canadian Library Associa- 
tion would be justified in making a strong protest 
against this particular increase. It could point out 
that a Government which is disgracefully apathetic 
toward the libraries might at least refrain from penal- 
izing them. 

The new rates do not increase first-class postage. 
How could they? First-class rates are already too high. 
The extra cent imposed in March, 1943, was not in- 
tended to help the Post Office-out of any predicament. 
It was intended to obtain extra revenue for the war. 
The war ended two years later—but the cent has 
neyer been taken off. The Government finds it a 
handy form of taxation. 

Canadians should note how the new rates came 
into effect. There was no debate in the House of 
Commons or Senate. No postal officials appeared be- 
fore a Parliamentary Committee to explain, and if 
possible justify, the changes. They were simply “an- 
nounced” from Ottawa: they were handed down from 
on high, like the proclamations of some ancient mon- 
arch or modern dictator. How long are the people 
of this country, and their elected representatives, go- 
ing to put up with this brazen contempt for demo- 
cracy?—Globe and Mail 


JOBS OF CONTENTMENT 

It was that shrewd Scottish author, Sir James 
Barrie, we believe, who wrote that contentment con- 
sisted not of being rich, but of being contented with 
what we have. As everybody knows, including poor 
people, money does not ensure happiness. One of the 
most important factors in human life is having a job 
with which one is contented. It brings more happi- 
ness than a well-paid job that is irksome. 

Within the! plush portals of the Book-Cadillac Hotel 
in Detroit is a Greek who shines shoes. His name 
is Angelo Saranto Eftheimeopoulis. We hope he is 
contented with it, but he would not be if he was a 
big executive and had to sign many letters and cheques 
every day. However, his is a strictly cash business 
and he probably never wrote out a cheque in his life, 
Por more than 50 years he has been shining shoes, 
and he likes his job, he is satisfied with his emolu- 
ment, and therefore he has a contented mind. 

Mr. Eft, etc., began his career as a shoe shiner 
in his native Greece when he was 13 years of age. 
The tariff at that time was two cents. When he went 
to the United States 42 years ago the tariff was ten 
cents, which Angelo (we'll call him that for short) 
thought was riches. Now the fee for manipulating 
the brushes is 20 cents, and customers invariably give 
him a quarter. When he started in business he had 
to shine 12 pairs for that. 

Angelo takes professional pride in his craftsman- 
ship. And with shines at 25 cents a pair it is no 
“wonder he is a contented man.

In addition to the 
tonsil in the toroat proper, there 
are other massec of lymphoid cells 
that are called tonsils or adenoids 
near entrance to eustachian tubes, 
which carry air to inner side of 
ear and drum and also the linquin- 
al tonsils over lower end of tongue. 
If these various masses of lymphoid 
fissue are not required to do too 
much work in preventing harmful 
organisms entering the system, the 
individual goes along in a healthy 
state until he is well past the age 
of children’s diseases (scarlet fe- 
yer measles, whooping cough.) Then 
the tonsils gradually disappear. 
However, when there is considerable 
infection about and these masses of 
lymphoid tlesue (filters) are unable 
to keep the blood clear of organ- 
isms, and many of these organisms 
remain in the tonsils. 

When harmful organisms are pre- 
sent in the tonsil tissue, instead 
of filtering, they are actually pour- 
ing infection inte the blood, just as |

he said, had died as a result of the 
hemorrhage caused by this fracture.

Mrs. Ada Windoyer, the baby’s 
grandmother, said that she had seen

its death, and, according to Gerald 
Windover, after its fall, and it had 
appeared quite normal. 

Corporal Hanson, Mr. Nesbitt, the 
undertaker, and Stewart Miller, the 
man who had brought the family to 
Fenelon Falls, all testified. 

Crown Attorney Jordan, in add- 
ressing the jury asked that, no mat- 
ter what the verdict, he would ap- 
preciate it if they could give.a def- 
inite answer that would clear the 
case up or make recommendations 
that would indicate action should 
be taken by other authorities.

Cartney rushed to the home with an 
inhalator, The Chief says that 
when he arrived he found that the 
Jad mwas still breathing, although 
feebly. The inhalator was applied 
while Dr. Logan was answering the 
call for aid.

Accidental death was the verdict 
brought in by the five-man coroner's 
jury at last night's inquest into the 
death of Roger Gerald Windover. 
The jury attached the blame to no- 
one ang Made one recommendation. 
The inquest was held in Fenelon 
Falls on Wednesday night to en- 
quire into the death of the Windover 
baby who died on March 22nd in Dr. 
Bill Graham's office in Fenelon 
Falls. 


The coroner at the {inquest was 
Dr. W. D. Thomas, of Bobcaygeon. 
Dr. T. W. L. Broadfoot, of Lindsay, 
attended to report on the post-mort- 
em he had performed on the deceas_ 
ed three-months-old baby. Crown 
Attorney Jordan, of Lindsay, ex- 
amineg the witnesses, The jury was 
made up of Moss Smith, Frank 
Brown, Alexander Fallis, George 
Palmer, and Levi Hartle. Mr, Hartle 
was selected as foreman. 


The father of the child, Gerald 
Windover, 31, told the jury that he 
lived in Harvey township and that 
oa the morning of the child's death, 
March 22nd, he had been in bed 
and the baby was in bed with him. 
His wife he said was out of the 
house. He got up to change the 
baby and laid it on the bed while he 
went to get a napkin, he said. As 
he reached for a napkin, he told the 
jury, he heard a thud and saw that 
the baby had fallen on the floor. 
He said he picked the child up and 
placed him in his crib, and although 
the baby was crying, he didn’t think 
that he had been seriously injured. 
This occurred, he estimated at 11 
am. He continued that the baby 
appeared normal throughout the 
remainder of the day until 7 pm. 
when he refused to take his evening 
bottle. He cried considerably and 
finally gave a shriek which he said 
warned the father and mother that 
something was wrong. The parents 
called for aid and subsequently, 
Windover said, his brother-in-law 
took the baby in his car to Bobcay- 
geon, where both doctors were out. 
They proceeded to Fenelon Falls 
and found all the doctors out and 
finally decided upon waiting in Dr. 
Bill Graham's office until the doctor 
should return. The doctoy returned 
to his office at 10.30 pm. but the 
baby had died before it could re- 
ceive treatment. Windover told the | 
jury that he had not told his wife 
that the baby had fallen off the bed 
until Monday in the presence of 
Corporal Hanson, of the Peterbor- 
ough Detachment of the O. P. P. 

Mrs. Laura Windover, the baby’s 
mother corroborated her husband's 
story omitting that the baby had 
fallen off the bed which she said 
she had not learned until after the 
post-mortem when Corporal Han- 
son had asked the two on Monday 
why the baby would have a fractured 
skull. She could not explain why 
her husband should not tell her 
that the baby had fallen from the 
bed. 

Dr. T. W, L. Broadfoot advised 
the jury that he had performed a 
post-mortem on the deceased baby 
on March 23rd in the Nesbitt Fun- 
eral parlour in Bobcaygeon. His 
findings disclosed that the baby had 
small bruises on fhe chin, and above 
each eye. A large bruise was noticed 
above and behind the right ear. He 
had further learned that the skull 
had suffered a three-pronged frac- 
ture on the right side. The baby, 


was found that the lad had re- 
vived sufficiently for the inhala- 
tor to be removed and the doctor 
now says that the lad will shortly 
be alright.

Fire Season 
Is Now Open, 
Need Permit 


The cold, drizzly weather experi- 
encea in this district during the 
past several days hasn't been con- 
ductive to thinking about the dan- 
ger of setting out fires. However 
the Dept, of Lands and Forsets 
has issued a reminder that the fire 
scason is now on. The advent of 
brighter spring days will probably 
emphasize the timeliness of the 
reminder. 

District Forester A.B. Wheatley, 
Lindsay writes in his weekly bul- 
letin covering the Trent District: 

“April lst marked the opening of 
the 1951 Fire Season, Under the 
authority of the Fo-est Fires Pre- 
vention Act, regulations in respect 
to the setting out of fires must now 
be adhered to. Of importance to the 
public generally are the regulations 
in regard to Fire Permits. Before 
any burning can be done in the 
Fire District, it is necessary to ob- 
tain a permit from a Forest Ranger, 
This permit will contain the terms 
and conditions under which the 
burning must be carried out. 

“For those persons contemplat- 
ing any type of woods operation 
in the Fire District, and this also 
includes mining, sawmilling, and 
other industrial operations, road 
and trail buildings, telephone and 
telegraph, power or pipe line, ditch 
or flume, dams, bridges and camps, 
or any other operation that is l- 
able to cause the accumulation of 
slash or debris, are reminded that 
a Work Permit must first be ob- 
tained.

CNR Foreman 
Retires Here 


Friday at 2 p.m., Guy Marshall, 
C. N. R. yard foreman signed out 
for the last time in Lindsay. Mr 
Marshall came to Lindsay as yard 
foreman in 1948 and reached the 
retiring age this year, 

Although Mr. Marshall started on 
the railroad 47 years ago, he retired 
with only about 25 years’ service on 
the railroad behind him. He start- 
ed in Trenton, Ont., his home town, 
in 1904 as a brakeman. The line was 
then called the Central Ontario 
Railroad. Two years later he went 
to Belleville to work in the yard of 
the Grand Trunk. After a stay of 
three years, the United States beck_ 
oned and Mr. Marshall moved to 
Crane, Missouri, to work on the St. 
Louis-Iron Mountain railroad. Two 
years later, he was back in Canada 
at Belleville again with the G. T. R. 
In 1920, however, he left the rail- 
road and took work in Toronto. 

Nearly 22 years later, 1942, he a- 
gain rejoined the railroad in Belle- 
ville, only this time it was called 
Canadian National. He started that 
year as yard foreman and six years 
later came to Lindsay in the same 
capacity. 

Mr. Marshall has no plans for 
the future although he-says that 
he is going to take at least one 
year’s vacation. He has two daugh- 
ters, Marjorie and Evelyn, both 
married, and one son, John, who is 
a brakeman on the G.N.R. working 
out of Belleville.

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FARM WIFE SLUGGED WITH Ht 


CANNNING TON PLANT TO MAKE 
NEW TYPE BUILDING SLAB 


An industry of interest to build- 
ers in this district is going to open 
at Cannington. Actively participat- 
ing in the direction of the new in- 
dustry will be Mr. Mason Horner, 
K.C., Cannington, and Mr. Wilired 
Ludlam, head of Cretetite Sorpor- 
ation of Canada Ltd. 


Now concerning the new business 
enterprise. Mr. Horner told the 
Post that the company will produce 
@ new type of buildiag slab for 
home and factory construction. The 
finished slab in its natural form 
resembles marble and can be tinted 
or painted any desired shade. It is 
made of three basic products --vol- 
canic ash from Texas a moisture 
Tesistant chemical and cement. The 
voleaaic ash is estimated by Mr. 
Horner to be about 25 per cent the 
weight of fine sand. 


‘This new-type buiiding slab is 
being used now in many parts of 
United States ad has been intro- 
duced to Canada in the Windsor 
area. However, in order to make 
the slab zccromicilly feasible in 
construction work, Mr Horner 
points out that transportetioa costi 
miust be kept at a m:nimum. For 
this reason plants can only serve, 
economically. an arza with an out- 
side radius “f about 209 mtles. Fhe 


shorter the Puul the more practical 
the product. 

Mr. Horner says the finished slap 
is stronger than coxcrete and pos- 
sesses better insulating qualities. 1 
can form the walls of a house or 
partitions aad is 50 per cent lighter 
than concrete. The a-erage slab 
measurement Is 8 feet long by 18 
inches wide and four inches thick. 

The slabs in actual c mstruction 
are mounted on a base with a 
groove prepared by laying a ‘wo by. 
four scantling in the foundation 
cement. This is prizd out vnen the 
foundation cement has set and the 
slab fits in. The corners are caulk- 
ed and the tops are joined on a 
‘fitting’ principle. 

Mr. Horner notes that a series 
of adjustments on a slab in process 
of manufacturer makes 1b possible 
to produce curve or angled slabs 
without breaking. . Neils can be 
driven into the finished article 
without shattering, he discloses. 

The management expects to have 
the plant in operation in ebcut a 
month's time. 

Incidentally, it was disclosed by 
Mr. Horner that Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation have pla- 
ced an order with them for mat- 
erial on a lakefront construction job

Victory Bonds Only Worth $98 
But Advise Owners To Hold 


Advice to Canadians witn sicto1y 


bonds --is to hang onto them. 
Officials of the Finance Depart- 
ment say that high interest rates in 
other securities have | temporarily 
cut the value of each victory loan 
dollar to about 98 cents on the 
open market. 

But they point out the bonds will 
be redeemed at full face value when 
they reach date of maturity. 

Victory Loan Bonds, the official 
explains, never went to the public 
on the condition they could be re- 
deemed at full face value at any 
time. They say the bonds are in 
somewhat the-same class as bonds 


issued by other PE ‘Their 
yalue depends on rates of interest 
in the day to day market. 

When security interest rates are 
high, the value of victory bonds 
goes down. When interest rates are 
low, the bond’s value goes up. 

Between the date of purchase 
and the date of maturity, finance 
officials say the bonds must be 
sold on the open market at going 
prices. 

So with present market conditions 
making each victory loan dollar 
worth 98 cents --they say it’s a 
sound idea to hold onto that bond.

Unaccountably, the gun 
fell down and struck a stone which 
set it off and the bullet struck Miss 
Parker in the hip. 

Doctors say that her injuries are 
not serious and she will be allowed 
to go home tomorrow.

Three of the four Lindsay men 
charged with the theft of eigut 
chickens and one rooster ftom 
Cecil Carew, Elgin Street, Lindsay 
pleaded guilty to the charge The 
fourth man pleaded not guilty and 
the charge was subsequently dis- 
missed by Magistrate Gee, 

The four, a 17-year-old Cambray 
lad, living in Lindsay, a 19-year- 
old Lindsay man, a 25-year-old 
Lindsay man, father of thre. and 
a 29-year-old trapper, all elected 
trial before Magistrate Gee. All hut 
the 29-year-old trapper pleaded 
guilty. The 17-year-old lad was de- 
fended by Mrs. Thomson. Crown 
Attorney Jordan said that in view of: 
the plea, the cases involving the 
three who pleaded guilty would be 
tried first and the case involving 
the man who pleaded not guilty 
would be tried separately. 

Cecil Carew, owner of the fowl, 

. said that on the night of the theft 
(Monday nignt) he and his family 
had attended the theatre. He had 
returned home about 11.30 p.m. and 
had not inspected the chicken 
house. He noticed the eignt hens 
and rooster gone when he went out 
in the morning to feed the fowl. 
He valued the birds, which he sali 
were laying remarkably well, at $5 
each. 

Howard Lynch, a nightwatchraan 
at the Toronto Construction Co. 
Job at Colborne Street at the bank 
of the Scugog, told the Court that 
the four accused had arrived at 
his office about 11 p.m. to borrow 
one gallon of gas. He said that he 
gave them the fue] and when he 
was getting a band-aid from his 
car to apply to one of the accused’s 
hands, a pair of rubber boots dis- 
appeared from the shack. Later he 
said he saw’ the 25-year-old accused 
heading in direction of the boots 
Lynch said that he saw the hvots 
then and got them before the ac- 
cused reached them. He said that 
a row started and he was later to 
call the police. 

James Stone told Magistrate Gee 
that he had been in the company of 
the two oldest accused and had 
been drinking beer and wine with 
them. He said that he had later 
gone to a shack on the river sank 
and had become {ll because of a 
bout with the wine. He recalled 
wakening at 1 a.m. to find the 29- 
year-old accused lying on the bed 
sleeping and the 25-year-old ac- 
cused cooking something which la- 
ter turned out to be chicken.

Constable Mark came up to 
his house on the following day and 
took the piece of chicken away. 

Constable Gordon Eberts «ald 
that he and Constable Mark had 
conducted the investigation {no the 
affair and had found two chickens 
which the manager of a Kent Street 
Cafe claimed had been purthased 
from one of the accused for 50 cents 
each. He sajd that the 25-year-old 
accused had produced a dressed 
chicken when accosted at his home. 
At the boarding house of the other 
two accused, the constable aid

New Hydro Sub-Station 
Pians Get Final Okay 


$200,000 Program Planned; 
Revenue, Savings To Pay 


An announcement of interest to 
hydro users in Lindsay was made 
Tuesday afternoon by Mr. J. Light- 
body, manager of the Lindsay 
Hydro System. The nydro coumis- 
sion authorized the following state- 
ment relative to its plans: 


“Negotiations which were com- 
menced five years ago were finally 
completed at the last mecting of 
the Lindsay Hydro Commission, 
when the Commission by resolution 
yoted to acquire from the HEP.C. 
the Sub-Station which has supplied 
Lindsay Hydro Consumers for the 
past 40 years, and also to assume the 
ownership of the new Sub-Station 
which is shortly to be erected in 


the South Ward. 


“The existing Station is con- 
siderably overloaded and the new 
Station is being erected to relieve 
this overload and also to provide re- 
serve capacity for future load 
growth. 


“The total cost of both stations 
including modernization of the No. 
1 station will amount to approx. 
$136,000.00 which the Commission 
proposes to finance by debentures 
over a period of 20 years. 

“The annual charges in deben- 
tures will be met by the Commission 
out of revenue and certain savings 
in wholesale power costs which will 
result from local operation of the 
stations. Further reductions in 
wholesale power cost will be effect- 
ed by the installation of a flat-rate 
Water heater control which will be 
installed in the No. 1 station at an 
approximate cost of $20,000.00. 

“The Commission also has under 
consideration Sundry additions to 
Capital account which will increase 
the total debenture issue over the 
next five years to approx. $200,000, 

“The Commission would like to 
emphasize the fact that these de- 
bentures will be met out of Com- 
mission revenues and no part of the 
expenditure will be paid for by the 
taxpayers. ‘5 

“Power costs, in spite of the in- 
crease last year, are now only at 
the 1945 level although costs gen- 
erally have risen 50 percent in 
the same period. 

“The Commission is confident 
that the proposed expansion pro- 
gram can be financed without 
hardship to the consumers provided 
revenues maintain their present le- 
vel and wholesale power costs do not 
rise appreciably.” 


Would Force Milk 
Up 3%¢ Quart 


Toronto April 18 (BUP) Farmers 
supplying milk to the Toronto area 
have asked for more money for their 
products and, if granted, the price 
to the consumer could go up three 
and a half cents a quart. 

The milk producers want a 31.30 
increase per hundredweight on milk 
that now brings them $4.29. 

The demand was heard yesteriay 
at a special meeting in Toronto. No 
decision was reached.

Original plans of the Lindsay 
Hydro Commission called for the 
construction of its new sub-stat- 
fon on Victoria Ave S!, but the 
manager of the Lindsay system dis- 
closed while announcing completion 
of plans Tuesday, that the site had 
been changed. The land purchased 
on Victoria Ave. south is likely to be 
resold to original owners, Mr. Light- 
body disclosed, and the new site will 
be on Durham near the Avenue. 

Actually the new sub-division will 
not resemble the present northern 
limits station insofar as outward 
appearances are concerned. Ac- 
cording to a picture of a substation 
similar to the one proposed for 
Lindsay, there is no building in 
connection with the project. The 
equipment used in the substation 
will be self-enclosing and arranged 
in such a way as to permit its en- 
largement whenever desired. Con- 
struction, as such, will be limited to 
the steel towers which support hich 
tension lines coming into the stat- 
jon.

by a consulting engineer for a 1951 
Paving program in the town. e 
Butler, Chairman of the Board of 


Works introduced the motion that — 
put the paving program in opera= — 


tion. The estimated cost is $203,496, 
Added to this, {s an estimated $10,- 
000 for moying telephone and hydro 
poles. 

‘The matter of the paving was dis_ 
cussed at a special meeting of coun- 
cil called for that purpese. Town 
Clerk Allely read a letter from Mr. 
Huston, consulting engineer who 
had laid out the plans and speci- 
fications in the absence of Robert 
Mitchell, town engineer, who is il. 
of removing the old pavement to 
the concrete base, widening Kent 
Street west from Adelaide, and 


building the curve at the Ross Me- — 


moria] Hospital and a complete pav_ 


ing of Kent Street West would cost — 


an estimated $113,412. Part of the 
cost would be used to repair present 
catch basins and storm sewers and 
adding more where needed. 
Part of the street, in the vicinity of 
the Jane Street intersection would 
have to be wholly rebuilt. 

The cost of paying Lindsay Street 
from the Russell Street intersection 
north to the bridge was estimated 


at $14,279. It was estimated that it 


would cost $3,650 to pave the area’ 
over the sewer line on William 
Street, N. In the plans drawn uy 
Queen Street is to be paved from 
Caroline Street to the east limits of 
the town af an estimated cost. of 
$48,136. ext t a 
to be payed from Melbourne Street, 
south to the GN. R tracks. Ths 
engineer stated that this section 
would have to be dug up and bond- 
ing screen put in to be covered with 
proper concrete base. The estimated 
cost of this project is $29,019. Mr. 
Huston noted that the sidewalk 
Would also have to be rebuilt He 
enclosed an estimate of $4,800 for 
the job but the council took no 
action on this matter. 

The total estimate for the five 
Streets was set at $208,496. Of this 
amount 4 per cent is the fee allowed 
the engineer as per the agreement 
made when he was engaged by coun- 
cil. In his letter, Mr. Huston added 
that another $10,000 would probably 
have to be spent in moving tele- 
phone and hydro poles in areas 
where the streets were to be widen- 
ed. 

When Mr. Allely had finished 
reading the letter giving the esti- 
mate, Ald. Speer asked if there was 
any way of learning what portion 
of this amount the Department of 
Highways would pay. Reeve Butler 
Said that Mr. Anderson, the High- 
Ways engineers at Port Hope, would 
be the man who would let the town 
know how much would be paid by 
the province. The Department and 
the town have an agreement wher- 
by the province pays 50 per cent of 
the paving casts of connecting links 
up to 30 feet wide. Town Clerk 
Allely pointed out that the Depart- 
ment of Highways assumed no part 
of the costs of storm sewers, catch 
basins, gutters or curbs. He said 
that it would be difficult to ascer- 
tain just exactly what the Depart- 
ment would pay. He said that Mr, 
Anderson said that the plans would 
be presented to the Department 
after they had been approved by 
the town. 

Ald. Speer suggested that the 
town would receive $50,000 or $60,- 
000 from the Department. Ald. Bak. 
er sald that it was doubtful if the 
grant would cover 25 per cent of the 
total cost. He thought that the town 
would not get more than $25,000. 
Reeve Butler said that the estimates 
were high and in his opinion the 
cost would not be any greater, 

His Worship Maypr Lamb said 
that the job should have been start- 
ed 10 or 12 years ago hut during the 
War materials and labour were hard 
to get. Reeve Butler said that he 
had suggested five years ago that 
the paving be started and he observ 
ed that now it was going to cost 
& great deal more. Reeve Butler 
then made a motion that Council 
Accept the estimates as submitted 
and authorise Mr, Huston to call for 
tenders.

IS THERE TOO MUCH OVERLAPPING 
IN GOVERNMENT SERVICES... ? 

In these days when Canadians are being put to 
considerable inconvenience through the curtailment of 
an essential service like our mail delivery system, it 
would appear as though the time had come to con- 
sider possible overlapping of services, not nearly so 
essential, provided by the Federal and Provincial gov- 
ernments. 

For example, attention might be focussed on the 
fact that both the province and the dominion main- 
tain agricultural departments. There may be perfectly 
valid reasons why this is necessary but it seems that 
this is as far as their services need be duplicated. Such, 
however, is not the case and the duplication of ser- 
vices is carried still further. Both departments main- 
tain publicity branches which doesn’t appear entirely 
necessary. Surely one department (perhaps the Pro- 
vincial which is closer to the local scene) could channel 
all the publicity necessary for both the federal and 
provincial branches. 

The public is. in the case of mail services, being 
deprived of something for which it is paying. The 
curtailment of this self-supporting service is done in 
the name of economy while other departments of the 
federal government which depend for support entirely 
upon the taxpayer's dollar, are operating on an ex- 
travagant basis. 

Does this seem right? Or has the time come 
when governments should really get down to brass 
tacks on this economy business, save the taxpayer 
Money on needless services which are often overlap- 
ping in nature, and give the service merited in the 
postal delivery field and any others which are actually 
performing a vital mission?

Lin Board of Parks Mau- 
agment has received a letter from 
Donaid Gordon president of the 
Canadian Railway. Mr. Gordon was 
replying to a letter sent by the 
Board on March 27th. 

The Board had written to Mr. 
Gordon last month asking him if 
the C.N.R. would consider giving 
the town a lot which is owned by 
the railway, at the corner of Mel- 
bourne and Georgina Street. The 
Parks Board, when investigating 
the ownership of the lot found that 
it was owned by the Midland Raii- 
way. This rail line is now the pro- 
perty of the C.NR. and the Board 
asked the secretary, Robe-t Ma- 
gahay to write to Mr. Gordon ask- 
ing him if he would consider giv- 
ing the lot to the town for the use 
of the Parks Board. Mr. <ordon 
in his reply, said that he was hav- 
ing the matter investigatea and 
as soon as he had a reply he would 
notify the town again. 

Roll Lawns For A Fee 

The Parks Board plans on char- 
ging the same hourly rates this 
season for any work done with the 
equipment. The superins= ‘dent 
Walter Miner said that he aad been 
approached already this year by 
persons who wished to have their 
lawns rolled. He asked the Board 
to set the price and it did on an 
hourly basis. 

No Time For Private Trees 

There were several persons, said 
W. Jt Carlisle, who were wondering 
if the Parks Board would remove 
trees from private property and at 
what rate. The members of the 
Board felt that it would not be 
wise to take on the contract of 
trying to look after private trees 
when there was such a large tre 
removal program ahead. . 
Seedlings Awaited 

The Board is looking forward to 
the arrival of seedling trees that 
were ordered last year. They are 
to be planted on town property 
later to be transplanted wherever 
needed. There was some discussion 
about a cultivator when Mr. Miner 
said that the machine owned by 
the Parks Board would not fas- 
ten on the tractor. It was finally 
left up to Mr. Miner to make some 
suitable arrangements with some 
of the dealers. The superintendent 
is anxious to get the field cultivatea 
where the trees eventually ~will be 
planted,

The present high level. of the 
water in Sturgeon and Pigeon Lakes 
is causing some concern. Summer 
residents who have already visited 
their cottages on these two lakes 
say the water is about two feet or 
more above summer levels and that 
some cottages are virtually isolated 
by a shallow sea of flood water. 
Judging from the observations of 
these people it is not,expected that 
damage will be extensive although 
it may prove annoying. 

One Sturgeon Lake summer visit- 
Or says he was down at Pleasant 
Point over the weekend and the 
main danger there would appear to 
be to the shoreline. The high week- 
end winds were whipping the lake 
waters up into a frothful fury and it 
appeared inevitable that consider- 
able erosion of shoreline would oc- 
cur where it was not walled up. 

Over at Kennedy’s Bay the lake 
line was reported to have converged 
on the shore road at some points. 
Cottages here were being lapped at 
by the lake waters and like Pleas- 
ant Point, some shoreline damage 
is anticipated. At both resorts, 
weakly constructed wharfs were tak_ 
ing a beating in the violent week- 
end gales and some were loosened 
from their moorings. 

Boat houses in this area, and in 
the Bobcaygeon area, at the junc- 
ture of Sturgeon and Pigeon Lakes, 
are not reported to be in any im- 
mediate danger although the level 
of the water is far above normal. 

Omar Edgar, Locust Lodge man- 
ager, reports that some sandbag- 
ging has been carried out to pro- 
tect the large summer hotel but that. 
so far they are holding. Mr. Edgar 
said they were hoping the flood 
threat had reached its peak and 
that in addition ta the ice having 
gone out of Sturgeon and Pigeon 
Lakes on Thursday night, it was re- 
ported to be moving out of the up- 
per lakes now. He said he had been 
in touch with people in the Good- 
erham area and that the ice in 
lakes around there was crumbling. 
Boat houses in Bobcaygeon area are 
accommodating water far above the 
usual level and Gordon's Boat 
Works at Bobcaygeon has a flooding 
condition in its main workshop. A 
shallow layer of water covers the 
workshop floor. 

At Burleigh Falls several Indian 
families were forced to abandon 
their homes as the water reached its 
peak. Sandbags were again used. 

High water conditions prevail 
throughout the Trent canal system, 
the local Trent Canal Department 
announceq today. The situation is 
more noticeable between Peterbor- 
ough and Rice Lake where the fall 
is normally only one foot but pres- 
ently had to be increased to seven 
feet, 

The Trent Canal office reported 
that the rainfall last week in this 
area equalled the average April rain- 
fall for the past 50 years, 2.41 in- 
ches. This filled river, streams and 
lakes to capacity. 

Maximum Flow 

On Sunday the maximum flow 
was reached along the Otonabee 
river when the water was flowing 
at the rate of 11,300 cubic feet a 
second. The highest rate of flow on 
record for the Otonabee Is more than 
16,000 cubic feet a second set on 
April 16, 1928.

More Active Political 
Interests Are Advocated; 
Would Have Women Guide 
Liquor, Police Commissions

A challenging appeal to the 
women of Canada to take a more 
active interest in the afafirs of cue 
nation was voiced here Monday. 
The appeal was made in a spirited 
address by Mrs. Georgiua L. Mont- 
Tose, member of Windsor City 
Council and executive officer of 
several municipal boards. She was 
addressing the annua: banquet of 
Liodsay’s Business and Profession- 
al Women’s Club in Marsh Memcr- 
ial Hall and, while her remarks 
were primarily directed at the iad- 
jes present, the men in avtendance 
found interest in her suoject. 

Mrs. Montrose, speaking on the 
subject: “It is within the power of 
all of us” first reviewed the con- 
citions of the world as is is teday. 

She saia that despie the be- 
wudering condition of the world 
there was one thing to be proud of: 
“We are living in a woncerful ver- 
210d—that period when history is be_ 
ing made.” It was, she declared, “a 
Maryellous and wonderful time to 
be alive.” if rs 

Citing the “peace which is not a 
peace,” the cold war, the problems 
in Korea and Formosa, the dclem- 
ma of Chinese Communism and 
“the silly, useless war” now in pro- 
gress, Mrs. Montrose said “we are 
all living under a terrible tension 
when nearly everyone is interested 
in security.” Referring to wnion- 
ization of labor, which she \oted was 
not strong in Lindsay, she declared 
“our whole cry is for security—it 
has become almost a creed, vanish- 
ing when we get it.” 

Having cited as she tepmed them, 
“All the bad things first,” she ask- 
ed “What can an ordinary woman 
do to improve world conditions?” 
She declared that women work best 
in times of crisis—that they demand 


things to do. 

Proceeding to answer her own 
question, the speaker stated that 
“we are in a period of spiritual rev- 
olution.” She said that too often peo_ 
ple forget the spiritual security to 


be found in the “Power of Prayer.’ 
Asking, “What can prayer do?” 
Mrs. Montrose recalled the “Dun- 
kirk incident,” and related how, 
during the days of that great evacu- 
ation, the waters of the usually 
turbulent English Channel were 
miraculously calm. The English wo_ 
men, she said, believed they had 
accomplished a miracle through 
their prayers for quiet waters to 
aid the evacuation, “There Isn't 
anything we cannot do through 
prayer,” she asserted. 

Secondly, the speaker called at- 
tention to the “Powers of Organiza- 
tion.” Women, she said, are ideally 
suited to organization, work well to_ 
gether, like it and do admirably 
well. “Hiller,” she stated, “paid a 
great compliment to women when he 
disbanded the German Council of 
Women.” He feared their strength, 
she asserted, and she advocated wu 
Council of Women for Lindsay, 
“working towards the betterment of 
the city.” 

“The Power of the Franchise” was 
given a third medium through 
which women could work towards 
a better nation. Mrs, Montrose 
noted that the women of Canada 
held 53 per cent of Canada’s voting 
franchise—“and all we need is 51 per 
cent. for a controlling interest.” 

“Wouldn't it be fun to form a 
woman's party,” she querled—we 
could have a mayor and council, all 
women, even Premier Frost could 
be supplanted by Mrs. Frost,” she 
observed, However she immedi- 
ately modifled this suggestion by 
adding: “I don’t advise that we 
have all women at the head of 
affairs though, because they might 
Make as many mistakes as the men 
—it would constitute a monopoly 
and it ts never best to push aside 
men but best to aid and abet them.” 

The speaker went on to illustrate 
the deplorably small number of 
women who had held governmental 
office, “Since 1919 there have only 
been six women in the Federal 
House of Commons and only one, 


now, in the Provincia] legislature,” 
she observed. 

Mrs. Montrose said that many of 
the key problems confronting the 
Nation today were “essentially fem_ 
inine.” She listed among these, the 
cost of living, social and health 
services, etc. “We must train our 
women to go into public life,” she 
declared, adding, “women bring 2 
high sense of responsibility to any 
office. Among the offices in govy- 
ernment which she felt women 
could fill well were, the ministries 
of welfare, municipal affairs and 
health. In addition she advocated 
feminine representation on the 
Liguor Commission of the Province 
and on the Police Commission of 
municipalities. 

At this point Mrs. Montrose eul- 
ogized on the City of Windsor, the 
People which she described as being 
“a generous people, people of great 
heart and people who, perhaps had 
been a little maligned.” She 
stated that the churches of her 
home city were full to overflowing 


on Sunday and that 90 per cent of 


those involved in scandalous affairs 
where, according to the evidence, 
“from out of town” The people of 
Windsor had taken out their dirty 
linen, washed it, and were now on 
the road to recovery, stated the 
Speaker, adding that she hoped 
other cities would follow its ex- 
ample. 

Dealing directly with the “Pow- 
er of the Franchise” again, Mrs. 
Montrose recollected that in 1942 
only 21 per cent of Windsor's elig- 
ible voters went to the polls. She 
cited the danger of a subversive 
minority candidate gaining office 
under such conditions “Do you 
realize,” she asked, “that when only 
21 per cent went to the polls that 
five out of 21 people who went to 
the polls could have voted for one 
man and elected him? 

In the last Windsor election 58 
per cent. of Windsor’s | voters cast 
ballots which compared to Lind- 
Say’s 52 per cent. . 

Seeking out the reasons why 
people didn't yote she received five 
answers (1) apathy—lack of in- 
terest (2) forgetfulness (3) a “too 
busy” mood (4) a “what's the use 
attitude” and (5) confusion over is- 
sues at stake. 

She urged a more active partici- 
pation in elections to safeguard 
the privilege and full support of 
those in public life. 

I conclusion, the speaker -stres- 
sed the’part the “Power of Sugges= 


tion” could play in woman's influ-~ 


ence on affairs of the home and na- 
tion. Having spoken. as a woman 
and a mother, she sugg_sced that 
this would be “a wonderful world 
for our boys to go out into if every 
Woman would use these things all 
for the better.” 

Mrs. Montrose was introduced by 
Mrs. Mary Wallace, of Lindsay, 
a former University of Toronto 
classmate. She was thanked by Miss 
Shirley Ridge on behalf of the club, 
Deputy-reeye Ada Greaves for the 
County of Victoria, and Ald, John 
L. Baker for Lindsay Council. A 
presentation of a gallon of maple 
syrup from the farm of Ex-Warden 
W. Worsley was presented to Mrs. 
Montrose from the County and a 
beautiful blue Horn Bros,’ blanket 
from Lindsay. She said they were 
the “sweetest” and the “warmest” 
gifts she had ever received but, 
noting that they were products of 
the county and town, cautioned vis- 
itors from here to Windsor that “she 
couldn't promise them a Ford car.”

EDITORIALS 


A COMPLETE PUBLIC SCHOOL UNIT IS 
DESIRABLE FOR THE SOUTH WARD... 

The majority of members of Council agree as to 
the need for a self-contained public school unit to serve 
the South ward---the largest of the town’s three wards 
and the only one which has not an eight-grade school. 
The main disagreement seems to lie in the matter of 
when to bring the present school up to the required 
size which would entail the building of two additional 
rooms, 

At this weck’s Town Council meeting a request 
was made of the Public School Board to defer the 
project for at least another year. It was contended 
that it would put the 1952 mill rate too high if the 
additional rooms were built this year, that this year’s 
road program would not permit it, and that next year 
would be a better year in which to issue debentures 
covering the expenditure. Actually all this doesn’t 
seom to be entirely in keeping with the facts, nor does 
the idea of postponing the work appear to be wise 
jn view of the uncertainty of today’s building problems. 

In the matter of financing the addition, it was 
pointed out at the meeting that even though building 
was commenced shortly, it would be next year before 
debentures would be issued. In view of this post- 
ponement of the start for another year is not going to 
have the effect of keeping 1952 taxes down at all. 

The suggestion that the school project be set over 
another year because of the heavy road expenditure 
program facing the town is not apt to be generally 
viewed as a sound move. This plan would seem to 
infer that a terrific road expenditure will be under- 
taken this year to the exclusion of all other town re- 
quirements. As was pointed out editorially Tuesday, 
roads do need repairing in Lindsay but no large scale 
program should be contemplated in one year. Road 
repair and replacement should be provided for a little 
each year. The town’s spending should be apportioned 
to cover the various needs of the people with the 
spread being as even as possible in the light of cir- 
cumstances. Education is prior to roads in relation to 
its importance to the people of the community. 

Postponing the start of work on the addition to 
the school for another year might possibly find the 
available supply of building materials even shorter 
than it is now. If supplies are now obtainable it 
might be well to strike while the iron is hot lest the 
postponement of the work be drawn out far beyond 
the year proposed by some councillors. After all if 
the school addition is built this year it will be finished 
with. Delay will not ease the financial burden on the 
taxpayer appreciably and will only prolong the incon- 
venience to children who normally should round out 
their education in the South Ward School, 

In the meantme it would be a good idea if mem- 
bers of Council started casting about for ways and 
means to trim down non-essential expenditures to find 
money for the essentials. The striking thing about 
Monday’s discussion was that there was no sugges- 
tion on the part of councillors concerning curtailing 
the cost of some less important municipal services 
in order to make way for the essential things. Surely 
there could be some paring down on budgets of other 
departments in order to meet the added debenture 
payments which would be called for to carry out the 
school addition. What about the Parks Commission, 
Recreation Centre, Arena, etc., and their annual 
budgets. A thousand dollars saved in each instance 
would almost take care of the school addition deben- 
tures, Is education not equally as important as any of 
these three projects? 

The people of the South Ward have been patient 
a long while in their plight. ‘The distance which some 
children now have to travel to complete their public 
school education is considerably more than in most 
other wards. The South Ward needs facilities for 
providing complete public school training and it would 
seem unfair to postpone the project longer. 

Bconomically the Council and School Board of last 
year missed the boat when they didn’t add four rooms 
Instead of two to the South Ward building thereby 
making a self-contained unit of it in one move. How- 
ever, the errors of previous years do not constitute 
excuses for perpetuating the inconvenience to people 
of this area this year.

BUT NOT IN BEAVERTON 

In its 75-Years-Ago column, the Orillia Packet 
and Times publishes the following item: 

‘The inhabitants of Beaverton have been very 
fortunate in securing the services of Mr. Alexander 
Muir, B.A., as principal of the Central school. He is 
a teacher of the highest merit and socially a valuable 
acquisition to the village. (Note: While in Beaver- 
ton Mr. Muir composed The Maple Leaf Forever).” 

It is remarkable how many different accounts 
have been written about the origin of that song, 
but one point generally conceded (and on that his 
son gave an assurance) is that it was written in Les- 
lieville (now part of Toronto) in 1867. As Muir did 
not locate in Beaverton until 75 years ago (1876), 
it obviously could not have been composed there. The 
confusion doubtless arises from a claim that it was 
first publicly sung in Beaverton, although Muir’s son 
said that Yorkville town hall (now in Toronto) was 
the place of the first rendition. 

It is said that Muir got the idea from seeing a 
maple leaf fall, but various locations in eastern Tor- 
onto have been cited for the tree from which it fell. 
The best authenticated story seems to be that the 
author wanted to write a patriotic poem in a contest 
sponsored by the Caledonian Society of Montreal; had 
not much time to do it in, and took the falling leaf 
as an inspiration. There were prizes of $100, $50 
and $25, and “The Maple Leaf Forever” came second.

HOW’S YOUR SENSE OF SMELL 
Some people have an acute sense of smell. 

Some people have no use for a nose except to breathe 
through, and it is a source of trouble to good and 
non-smellers alike when they have a cold. But a 
high capacity for detecting odors is a great advan- 
tage, especially to men working in places where dan- 
gerous gases sometimes develop. It would be a great 
advantage in a home where there is danger from a 
defective furnace, or seepage from a broken gas 
pipe. Many lives have been ‘lost through not detec- 
ting these deadly odors. A keen sense of smell might 
have detected gas attacks in World War I before it 
was too late to don a mask. 

At a meeting of the American Chemical Society 
a few days ago at Boston, two men, Dr. Amos Turk 
and Henry Sleik, demonstrated a mechanical “sniffer.” 
The machine is said to be so sensitive that it will 
register odors or gas concentrations of less than a 
one-hundredth part in a million parts of air. 

Perhaps the mechanical sniffer will become stan- 
dard equipment on automobiles some day. Then 
motorists can be on their guard against running over 
a skunk—St. Thomas Times-Journal

Evidence of the undesirability of automatically 
laying off employees at the age of 65 regardless of 
their ability continues to develop. The Bureau of 
Old-Age and Survivors Insurance finds that most 
people work as long as they can and retire only be- 
cause they are forced to do so. Generally they need 


the money. The Social Security Bulletin cites studies - 


of the retirements of the beneficiaries of the govern- 
ment’s insurance showing that only about five per 
cent left their jobs of their own accord, in good 
health, to enjoy leisure. 

Many fortunately manage to locate other work. 
The United States Census Bureau reports that in 
February of this year 768,000 men and women of 
65 years and over were employed. 

Several desirable policies are indicated by these 
facts. First is retention by management of the em- 
ployee who at 65 still gives first-class performance. 
Second is a programe for better shaping of job con- 
ditions by industry and retraining of older workers. 
Third, the state may furnish a specialized counseling 
and placement service for older people. —

It is an easy matter to pass along all increases 
in costs to the consumer but it is not quite so easy 


to find ways and means of offsetting rising costs. How- 
ever, it is only by striving along the latter lines that 
inflation can be halted. Unpopular as this idea may 


be among today’s dollar-grabbers, it is probably the 
only workable and enduring antidote for inflation- 
poisoning which has been sapping at the nation’s 
economle arteries far too long, Unless this remedy 
is applied In liberal doses the people of ‘Canada are 
going to be further subjected to needless hardship.

Pulling Threads

A daughter of Rey. Henry Rogers 
of Mariposa Township, who went to 
Manitoulin Island about 50 years 
ago as a Missionary, Mrs. Mulvaney 
was born at Manitowaning. 

Mrs. Mulvaney entered social ser_ 
Vice first, then became interested in 
journalism, this took her to India 
and other Eastern countries. 

A clear fluent speaker, she told 
of her experiences in Japan where 
she paid ten cents for a ride in a 
tickshaw—that would be half a 
day’s’ pay for the one pulling the 
rickshaw, in China where the wo- 
men become blind from making 
handkerchiefs for five cents a day, 
in India where a few are extreme- 
ly rich and others are starving— 
their daily food supply being’ six 
ounces of food, which they eat at 
their one meal a day, as a prisoner 
of war in a Japanese internment 
camp for three and a half years, 
where their only meal was soup 
three times a day made from 
greens. 

“Communism can only flourish 
where there is hunger, disease and 
suffering” and Mrs. Mulvaney stat- 
ed “If the Oakwood people loved en- 
ough they could saye India from 
Communism. In 1910 there was three 
times as much given to Missions as 
there is to-day.” 

She also spoke of the tragedy and 
suffering causeq by war, and of the 
power of prayer, referring especially 
to the miraculous delivery of the 
Allied forces in France during the 
first World War, when the enemy 
was driven back by the “White 
Army,” near Paris.

The 1951 Planting Season will 
commence when the frost leaves 
the ground. An extensive planting 
program {s planned for lands under 
County Forests and River Valley 
Aythority agreements this year.

Once their 
yaluable top soil eroded away after 
a short period of cultivation they 
proved unsuitable for agriculture.

Truman Intimates He Fired 
MacArthur In The Cause 
Of World Peace 


(British United Press) 

President Truman has said he 
fired General MacArthur from the 
Far Eastern Command because “the 
cause of world peace is more {mport- 
ant than any individual,” 

The President said, “The U-S 
aim is to avoid the spread of the 
conflict” . to prevent an all-out 
war in Asia, And he added, “A uium- 
ber of events have made it evident 
that General MacArthur did not 
agree with that policy.” 

Mr. Truman told the world over 
combined radio and television net- 
works that it was essential to re- 
lieve MacArthur so there would be 
no doubt “as to the real purpose and 
aim of U-S policy.” The President 
referred specifically to the general's 
demands for permission to bomb 
Communist bases in Manchuria and 
to use Chiang Kai-Shek’s *ronps to 
open a second front on the China 
Mainland. 

He said that in making such mov- 
es the Allies would be running a 
grave risk of starting a general war. 

The President said the decision to 
remove MacArthur was reached 
with much regret. Mr. Truman said 
he considers MacArthur “One of 
the greatest military commanders,” 
and dismissed him only “with the 
deepest persona) regret.” 

Turning to the war in Korea, the 
President said 
the reds are building up for a new 
attack. But he said that if such a 
new attack develops, he’s confident 
it would be stopped, 

He also said it was possible the 
Communists themselves would 
spread the war in Asia. But, he 
said, “It would be wrong—tragically 
wrong—for the Allies to take’ the 
initiative in extending the war.” 

However, the U-S Chief Execu- 
tive pointed out that the strength 
of the free world is growing. He 
bluntly warned the Communists 
they would be foolhardy to widen 
the conflict beyond Korea. And he 
said that if the Reds come to real- 
ize “the folly of continuing their 
ageression,’”’” an honorable peace 
may be achieved. The door to peace, 
he said, is always open. 

Then the President laid down a 
three-point plan for achieving peace 
in the Far East. First. the fighting 
must stop... second, concrete 
steps must be taken to see that it 
does not break out again... . and 
third, there must be an end to Ag- 
gression.

Tells Story 
Of Attack 


A 16-year-old St. Catharines .ad 
was remanded in custody for five 
days pending a psychiatric ex- 
amination folnwing his plea of 
guilty on a charge oi assault caus- 
ing actual bodily nazn against a 
Fenelon Tov1;1in housewsfe. Tae 
accused pleaded guilty to the 
charge laid following pulice inyesti- 
gation into an incident which oc- 
curred at the complianant’s home 
on the afternoon of April 4th 

he first witness called to testi- 
fy was the Fenelon township 
housewife, Mrs. E. Brien, she said 
that she resided on a farm a few 
miles outside Lindsay. In the fam- 
ily were her husband and the 16- 
year-old acused, whom she said 
was a ward’ of the Bowmanville 
Training School. She said that the 
lad had been residing at their home 
since November 7th, 1950, She re- 
lated that her husband was away 
on the afternoon of April 4th and 
the accused had come into the house 
in the afternoon to seek aid 4 tie 
a horse which had broken its te- 
ther. She said that she went to the 
barn and got the animal tied. About 
2 pm. the lad came into the house 
again to say that a cow was sick. 
She told him she would be cut 
shortly, Before she had occasion to 
go out, he came back again with the 
same story and shortly after, at 
3:25 p.m. she went to the barn. 
She said that when she walked into 
the stable she was aware that the 
animal was not sick and proceeded 
to leave the stable. She said that 
the accused was following her 
through a passageway when she 
was suddenly struck a terrific blow 
on the back of the head which 
knocked her to her knees. She re- 
called that she was not knocked 
senseless and struggled up plead- 
ing with the lad not to strike her 
again. She said that she was head- 
ing for the door and the lad said 
that the door was locked. She tried 
the door and found it open. The 
lad, she said, had thrown away the 
weapon with which she had been 
struck, A king-bolt from a w on 
was shown to her but she said that 
she was not hit with that, She said 
that she and the accused went to 
the house and on the way the lad 
explained that he had hit her 
because he thought that she did not 
like him. The witness continued 
that she had tried two or three 
times to summon her daughter and 
on each occasion the acesed had 
interferred. Finally she had threat- 
ened to go out on the highway and 
the lad had left. She had finally 
reached her daughter and her hus- 
band by ‘phone, She was shown a 
heavy woollen kerchief wihch she 
sald she had been wearing at the 
time of the assault. It was spattered 
with blood from her head wound. 
She concluded her testimony by 
saying that the lad had often ask- 
ed if there had been any murders 
broadcast, He had stated, she said, 
“A lot of murders nowadays, There 
will soon be no people left in tne 
world”, 

Mrs, Brien's husband was called 
to the stand and said that when he 
had returned home about 4.30, his 
wife was sitting in the house in 
@ nervous condition following her 
experience. He said that he had 
gone with Corporal Milton of the 
O.P-P. in search of the lad who had 
disappeared. He said that he roted 
the king-bolt, which his had said 
wasn’t the weapon, had been mis- 
placed. He had also picked up, he 
told Court, a club made from a bin- 
der roller, in the hay, near the spot 
where the accused was finally I>- 
cated, He said, that o fthe three 
doors in the stable, two were nailed 
shut. He also indicated a fiye-foot 
“T” made of two planks which had 
later been found in the stahle He 
had no idea its purpose. He said 
that the lad seemed very interested 
in reports of murders and robber- 
jes on the radio and always ~eem- 
ed anxious that the culprits es- 
caped. He noted that on one or 
two occasions the Iad had been 
caught doing some infantile things 
but had taken the teasing after- 
wards in good nature. He said that 
he had never seen the lad lose 
control of his temper. 

Corporal Milton, of the Lindsay

NEW INDUSTRIAL 


SURGE HERE? 


| Signs Indicate 
Further Growth 


There are signs that the indus- 
trial development of Lindsay has 
not reached its peak yet. Evidence 
is coming to Ught that at least one 
and perhaps more firms have been 
considering locating in Lindsay with 
one showing signs of very real in- 
terest. In addition a business trans- 
fer which has taken place recently 
may mean further industrialigrowth 
for the town. 


Lindsay’s industrial commission- 
er, Mr, Dan McQuarrie, is not say- 
ing anything for publication at all. 
He is not even confirming “reliable 
reports.” About the most he will say 
is that “I never heard of it.” The 
commissioner intimated once that 
he was not going to run the risk of 
losing an industry by letting other 
towns get to know of its interest. 


However, it seems to be pretty 
general knowledge that one firm 
has shown unusual interest in some 
East Ward property of late and they 
are reported to have taken an op- 
tion on some land in the north-east 
section of the town. The amount 
paid for the option is said to have 
been $1,000. The property involved 
is not believed to be the same as 
that on which the town held a $500 
option some time ago. The town for_ 
feited its right to the land covered 
by its option several months ago 
when its speculation failed to mat- 


\erialize. In the case of the latest 
East Ward development the op- 
tion is said to be held by the comp- 
any. At least Town Clerk W. R. 
Allely says he has no knowledge 
of the town taking out another op- 
tion. He says he doesn't see how 
such a move would be possible with- 
out authorization of Council and 
‘this has not been given to his know_ 
ledge. 

Two other companies are report- 
ed to have given Lindsay fairly re- 
cent consideration as an industrial 
location but one is now believed to 
have abandoned the idea in favor 
of another town. Nothing, however, 
of a final nature has been told 
Lindsay. The other company, re- 
ported to have offices in Montreal 
is said to be looking Lindsay over 
courtesy of the Canadian Pacific 
Industrial Bureau. The “nos” to 
questions concerning the truth of 
this report have been emphatically 
evasive. 
transfer but it is too early to spec- 
ulate on this and it would be unfair 

Another industrial potential is 
contained in a recent business 
to build up false hopes. 

About the most tha tcan be said 
about the industrial development 
outlook for Lindsay at this point is 
that “there are definite signs of 
interest in the town by outside man_ 
ufacturers and that manufacturers 
already located here are, in some in_ 
stances, considering expansion pro- 


grams.” 


Did you know... 


Little Britain Had 
A Firearm Expert? 


It is not in the least unusual, of 
course, to see a gun hung up on 
the wall of a shop in this part of 
the country, in fact the more de- 
corative of them are evefi accepted 
as decoration for some dining- 
room walls. (One of the things that 
strikes a newcomer from one of the 
older countries in Europe is,- men 
here, regardless of wealth and po- 
sition, are free to hunt and -ish, 
subject, of course, to minor restric- 
tion necessary for the protection 
of the sports as a whole.) 

Nevertheless, even the most un- 
observant of laymen could nn} feil 
to notice the beauty of a gun, a 
Winchester 33 calibre, which de- 
corates the wall of Little Britala’s 
barber shop, located in the town 
hall. The stock of the gun is in 
birdseye maple, so highly polished 
that it reflects the light from the 
window, and finished with the most 
beautiful checkering. Visitors are 
always interested in this gun, Mr. 
Les. Hall, the barber sayg and then 
he will add, “All I had to work 
with was an old rusted action’. 

And if you are really interested, 
Mr. Hall will take you into the little 
workshop behind his shop. There 
he has a collection of guns, single 
shot and through bolt action and 
semi-automatic rifles, shot guns 
and pump guns, and pistols and re- 
volvers of various makes and cali- 
bres, Many of these guns, Mr, Hall 
has reconstructed in some way or 
another and if he has time be- 
tween his barber shop customers, 
he will tell you interesting little 
anecdotes connected with each one. 

For instance, he will show a pis- 
tol with the letters almost obliter- 
eated, but the metal “blued” to a 
lovely, almost velvety sheen. And 
he will tell you that the action was 
fished out of the river after lying 
there for over a year, and there was 
so muck rust on it that most of the 

lettering was removed with the rust. 

In his little workshop Mr. Hall 

has a lathe and other machinery 
for carrying on his gunsmith work: 
work that he will tell you he start- 
ed as a hobby, but which now has 
assumed such proportions that he 
has carried out work for firearms 
enthusiasts and collectors all over 
Ontario, from Jellicoe on the north 
shore of Lake Superior to Hamil- 
ton. 

Not only does he make new stocks 
-starting with the rough plank of 


birdseye maple, walnut or cherry, 
and doing every step of the pro- 
cess by hand, but he also remakes 
the actions or any part of them, in- 
cluding turning down and fitting 
new barrels of any calibre. The fin- 
al step in this work on the meta} 
parts of the firearms is known as 
“blueing,” and Mr, Hall obviously 
takes a great pride in this process. 

“Les” Hall is a quiet man, but if 
you get him to tell you the story of 
how he first became interested in 
gunsmith work, he will tell you of 
his boyhood, which was probably 
little different from that of other 
local boys of his age. It was when 
he was about seven years old that 
his great grandfather, Rufus Hall, 
came to visit his parents’ farm home 
near Sunderland. The old man took 
the boy along the creek to set some 
traps, but he also-took along with 
him a Stevens 32 Crackshot, which 
he let young Les shoot. The boy's 
interest in guns stemmed from that 
day, and incidentally, Mr Hall still 
has the .32 Crackshott in his posses- 
sion. 

When he was about twelve, young 
Les Hall bought a rifle, a Bulgian 
-22, costing about three dollars; the 
money he had made picking turnips 
for a neighbour at 50 cents a ‘lay. 
About the same time, Mr. Hall will 
tell you, he started trapping. How- 
ever, a local man who also was trup- 
ping, was apparently travelling the 
creeks, and young Les, found he 
was losing his traps. Then one 
day he found one of the man’s traps 
with a mink in it, so he took the 
mink and sold it back to the man,

Hall will add with a laugh, However, 
the trapping provided the young 
lad with the money for ammunition, 
and that,was a burning neces:ity to 
him.

There 
he joined the Toronto Revolver 
Olub, which Mr, Hall thinks is pro- 
bably one of the oldest in the city.

Rash Of Minor 
‘In District Over 


The district surrounding Lindsay ., 
suffered a rash of motor vehicle ac- 
cidents on Saturday evening. Three 
accidents were recorded in little 
more than three hours. Two of these 
accidents occurred in practically the 
same spot, in front of Miller's Ser- 
vice Station on the highway south 
of Lindsay. 

The first of the series took place 
on County Road No. 9, about a quar_ 
ter mile west of Cambray at 6 p.m. 
Saturday. Cameron Parliament of R. 
R. No. 1, Oakwood, says that he pul_ 
led out of a driveway on the north 
side of the county road and proceed- 
ed west on the road. His vehIcle was 
struck in the rear by a car driven 
by Milton Webdale, of Kirkfield. The 
Webdale car suffered an estimated 
$150 damage but the Parliament car 
escaped with much less damage. 

The second and third accidents of 
the evening involved cars, in both 
cases, which were attempting a left 
turn into Miller's Service Station. 
The first of these took place about 
8.30 p.m. 

A car, driven by Jimmy Lynch of 
R. R, No. 4, Lindsay, proceeded to 
make a left turn into the service 
station. An oncoming car, driven 
by George Bellamy, of Lindsay, 
swerved to the east, or right side of 
the road, to avoid hitting Lynch. 
Bellamy was unsuccessful, in his 
attempt however and the two cars 
collided. 

The car driven by Bellamy, owned 
by George McKay, of Cannington, 
suffered about $400 damage. The 
driver and five passengers escaped 
injury. The passengers included 
Russell McKay, of Cannington, Arn- 
old Karrys, Barbara Chase, Joan 
Martin and Ann Shields, all off 
Lindsay. Lynch’s car suffered about 
$100 damage and the driver escaped 
unscathed. 

About 45 minutes later, while the 
Provincial Police were concluding 
their investigation into this acci- 
dent, another similar accident occur_ 
red. 

Vincent Collins, of Lindsay, was 
in process of making a left turn 
into the same service station when 
a car driven by Beverly Johnson, of 
Peterborough, ran into the rear of 
his car. The damage to the Johnson 
car has been set at $150. The damage 
to the Collins vehicle, an old but 
substantial model, has been set at| 
lic. 

The three passengers and driver 
of Johnson’s car escaped injury 
as did Vincent Collins in the head 
car.

Magistrate Gee dismissed a care- 
less driving charge against a 53- 
year-old Bobcaygeon man when he 
found that the evidence of the 
accused and the witnesses dis- 
agreed.

Everything Goes 


Up In Smoke 


Spectacular Fire Leaves 
Lindsay Family 


A family of eight, Mr. and Mrs. 
Bruce Campbell, ang their six chil- 
dren, wes made homeless Saturday 
evening by a spectacular fire which 
completely gutted their home on 
Logie Street in the East Ward. 

It was around eight o'clock that 
Mrs, Roberge, who lives opposite the 
Campbell home, noticed smoke pour_ 
ing from the house, and turned in 
the alarm to the Lindsay Fire De- 
partment. The Police and Fire De- 

artments were quickly on the 
scene and by that time flames were 
bursting from the north and south 
ends of the house. Sergt. Hargrave 
and Constable Hunter entered the 
dwelling and found Mr, Campbell 
in a semi-conscious condition on the 
floor and assisted him to safety. 

‘The fire department was hamp- 
ered in its efforts to save the house 
by the fact that the nearest hydrant 
was nearly half a mile away, at the 
Knitters factory."The truck made 
several trips to replenish the tank, 
emptied a number of wells in the 
vicinity, and at one period men were 
to be seen hurrying with pails of 
water to assist the fire department. 

A high wind was blowing from the 
west and in spite of the efforts of 
the fire department, the dwelling 
Was soon a blazing inferno. The 
firemen therefore concentrated 
their efforts on.saving the two hou_ 
ses opposite, which due to the direc_ 
tion of the wind, were constantly 
enveloped in smoke and sparks. 

Interviewed by the Post, Mrs. 
Campbell said that she was of the 
opinion that the fire was caused by 
the Quebec heater in the sitting 
Toom becoming overheated. She 
and her husband had been at home 
during the late afternoon whilst the 
children, Donald (5) Jerry (11), 
Donalee (12), Kenny (9),) and Jo- 
anne (7) were at the show, and 
Larry (13) was working at the 
bowling alley. As it became dark 
towards the evening, Mrs. Campbell 
became alarmed that the children 
Were not home, ,and hurried over to 
the house of her mother, Mrs. E. 
Burrows, on Glenelg Street East, 
since the children were in the habit 
of calling on their grandmother be- 
fore returning from the show. She 
found the children at her mother’s 
and was just ready to return home 
with them when she received the 


Mrs, Campbell said that her hus_ 
band had got safely out of the! 
burning building and then, rememb- 
ering the console radio which his 
wife treasured, hurried back into 
the building in the hope of saying 
it. However, before he could get 
out of the house again, he was over- 
come by the smoke. 


Neighbours report that a litter of 
pups perished in the fire, but that 
the mother dog was saved. 


The Quebec heater had only been 
installed this winter, as the house 
was a little damp, and the stove 
they had previously did not seem 
to give enough heat.

Scores of “people attracted by the 
brilliant reflection in the early 
night sky converged on the scene 
of the fire. Both banks of the river 
were lined with spectators. 
motorist going to the fire is re- 
ported to have struck one of 
Lindsay's now famous ruts and rip- 
ped the gas tank off his car. Oth- 
ers found the going plenty heavy.

Butcher Bird 
Is Back Again 


Sunderland (PNS) — The call of 
shrike — shrike fills the air these 
April days and attention is directed 
to the return of another feathered 
friend. 

_ The bird is usually located on a 
commanding perch or on a tele- 
graph wire, keenly regarding the 
surrounding country. It is from his 
peculiar cry that his name is der- 
ived. It is found on close percep- 
tion, that this bird, which is some- 
what smaller than a robin has a 
grey back, is white below, has black 
and white wings and tail and a dis- 
tinctive black bar across its face. 


The common Shrike which is the 
species which favours these parts is 
a bird of open brushy pastures and 
hillsides. Thorn apple or similar 
thorny trees are its favourite nest- 
ing sites and it is usually found 
adjacent to such. 

The Shrikes’ interesting examples 
of passerine or seed eating birds

atory life. Unlike the true Raptores, 
the hawks, etc., which also prey 
upon the higher living forms, the 
Shrikes have not the powerful feet 
} with which to secure their food and 
j hold it as they tear it with their 
| bills. In fact their feet are scarce- 
ly stronger than those of a sparrow 
or blackbird. They therefore, seize 
prey with their hooked bill and to 
hold it while feeding, have evolved 
the habit of impaling it upon 
strong thorns, etc. This habit gives 
them the popular title of “Butcher 
Bird” and makes a point of great 
interest for those who observe the 
unique manoeuvers of these birds. 

It is found that Shrikes are bold 
and spirited and quite a daring and 
capable in proportion as any of the 
true birds of prey. 

Early in the summer the Shrike 
eats great numbers of beetles, while 
later grasshoppers and crickets form 
a large proportion of its food. 

But when the remains of birds 
and mammals stuck on thorns of 
the Hawthorne bush are seen, that 
is evidence that the Shrike Js always 
elegible for the title of “Butcher 
Bird.”

Allies Still 
Wilt Under 
Red Fire 


(British United Press) 

The Chinese Reds hit hard on 
Korea's western front toward Seoul 
today, driving the allies further be- 
low the 38th parallel. 

The U-N troops halted the enemy 
advance on the central and eastern 
fronts and struck back at the 
Chinese hordes in savage counter- 
attacks. They sealed off the Red 
breakthrough west of Chunchon 
about 12 miles below the parallel. 

Enemy casualties in the four-day- 
old spring offensive are soaring to- 
ward the 25-thousand mark. 

The eighth army withdrawal on 
the western front was made under 
heavy enemy pressure. The Chin- 
ese poured like locusts over ridges 
and roads toward Uijongbu, 11 
miles north of Seoul, under a with- 
ering air and artillery bombard- 
ment. U-N forces broke contact and 
fell back in orderly fashion under 
cover of darkness. The move straigh- 
tened the allied lines and gave the 
U-N guns and planes a chance to 
catch the advancing enemy in the 
open. 

How far the Allies fell back is a 
military secret. But the parallel is 
28 miles above Seoul and 18 above 
Uijongby. Farther east, the allies 
counter-attacked at three or more 
points around the breakthrough 
pocket on the central front and be- 
low Inje on the eastern front. One 
U-N tank column sent a spearhead 
into Inje itself and found it empty. 

The new eighth army commander, 
Lieutenant-General James Van 
Fleet, has isued an order of the day 
telling his troops: “In three days of 
battle you have proven your su- 
periority.” 

It is the first order of the day to 
be issued by a U-N commander in 
Korea. 

Meanwhile, Korean civilians are 
observing the 1 months anniversary 
of the war by trudging south to- 
ward Seoul for the third time. 


In Butcher Trade 
Here Many Years, 
J. O'Halloran Dies 


A man who is remembered by 
local residents as one of Lindsay’s 
oldest retired businessmen died at. 
the Ross Memorial Hospital today. 
John O'Halloran, for many years 
proprietor of O’Halloran’s Butcher 
Shop, passed away in his 80th year. 

Many of the older residents re- 
call that Mr. O'Halloran started 
working many years ago in the 
butcher shop, now called the Cen- 
tral Meat Market, with bis father, 
the late Michael O'Halloran. Mr. 
O'Halloran was born near Lindsay 
and has made his home here all 
his life. Early in life he began in 
his father's butcher shop and later 
took over the business, About five 
years ago he sold the butcher shop 
and retired, 

The late John O'Halloran was one 
of the last charter members of the 
Lindsay Council of the Knights of 
Columbus. He had been a member 
for more than 40 years. He was also 
@ member of the Holy Name So- 
ciety and the C-M.B.A.

Paving Job 


Run Above Estimate 


©. T. Huston, Lindsay’s consult- 
ing engineer, told the town council 
that he would be arnazed if the cost 
of Lindsay's paving program for 
1951 exceded the estimate of $218,000 
His remarks were not in direct re- 
ply to Ald. Burrows who said that 
he doubted $218,000 would foot the 
bill, but were made later as he ex- 
plained some of the financial mat- 
ters of the plans. 

Mr. Huston said that in laying 
out the plans, he had allowed for 
30 per cent of the concrete base’to 
be rebuilt. He said that he couldn’t 
see where it would be necessary to 
replace that much of the base. He 
Said that he had also estimated the 
cost of the asphalt on an expensive 
type made of trap rock chips. He 
said that he had priced this asphalt 
at $12 per ton. He said that lime- 
stone chips could also be used at a 
considerable discount. In fact, he 
said, if no contractor bid under $12 
per ton for the trap rock asphalt, 
he would personally object to the 
contract being let, He said that he 
had also allowed $10,000 to cover 
expenses of the Bell Telephone, the 
Hydro and .water services. He said, 
“surely they will not cost that 
much.” 


He explained that he had set the 
price at $218,000 in order that it 
would be well aboye the minimum. 
He pointed out that if the price 
had been set at the minimum of 
$185,000 and the Municipal Board 
had approved and it later turned 
out that the cost was greater, the 
town might find it difficult to raise 
the money after he job was done. 
MEETING TO HURRY 
PROJECT ALONG — — 

Mayor Lamb and O, T. Huston, 
consulting engineer, are scheduled 
to appear in the Department of 
Highways office 1n Toronto as soon 
as possible to hurry along Lindsay's 
paving program.

Special Meeting Yields Nothing, 


No Alternate 
Proposal Is 
Accepted 


The Town of Lindsay is going to 
go ahead with its 1951 paving pro- 
gram as approved by council at a 
special meeting on April 17th. An- 
other meeting was called by Fin- 
ance Chairman Lloyd Burrows to 
reconsider this move but ‘council 
stood firm and the first resolution 
was unchanged at the conclusion 
of the hour-long discussion. 

Ald. Burrows, who had called the 
committee meeting, acted as chair- 
man throughout the evening. He 
said that he w:s unable to attend 
the special meeting to study the 
paving estimates and since then 
had given the matter a great deal 
of consideration and was firmly 
convinced that the proposed plan 
was too great for Lindsay to handle 
in one year because of the sudden 
boost that would be given to the 
debenture debt. He said that his 
views had been expressed and he 
would be pleased if each member of 
council would reconsider the prob- 
lem. 

Reeve Butler, chairman of the 
Board of Works, said that the whole 
matter had been “signed sealed and 
delivered” and that he could see no 
reason to discuss it. He said that 
it would be necessary for a motion 
so rescind what had been done. 
Town Clerk Allely said that such 
a motion would have to pass al- 
most unanimously. Reeve Butler 
then observed that nothing could 
be done now and added that he had 
been trying for years to get a paving 
program underway in Lindsay and 
cach year it had been shelved. He 
said that he had heard no object- 
ion yet about the town’s decision 
to pave Kent Street, Lindsay Street, 
Queen Street, part of Albert Street., 
and Part of Willam Street N. 

Ald. Cote was next asked to pass 
his opinion on the matter. He said 
that it appeared that the paving 
program was necessary. He pointed 
out that Cambridge Street had now 
reached the stagé where paving 
would be cheaper than patching. 
He suggested that if necessary, the 
widening program of the*curbs on 
Queen Street could be postponed. 
He said that whatever had to be 
done should be done right. He 
thought that the widening could be 
left over until next year and still 
be completed. 

Deputy Reeve Greaves said that 
she had been unable to attend the 
meeting of a week ago but she 
would not like to see its decision 
upset unless it were absolutely ne- 
cessary. She said that the top 
question seemed to be one of fin- 
ance, She said that she would like to 
see Kent and Lindsay Streets done. 

Ald. Baker said that it was his 
opinion that the cart was before 
the horse as the chairman of fin-. 
ance had called the meeting to re- 
consider a stand taken by council 
earlier. He said that he would like 
to hear the chairman’s reasons for 
wanting the program reduced, He 
added that he was not any more 
anxious than anyone to spend 
money but more money must be 
spent to bring the streets in pro- 
per shape. He concluded that if 
there was any way of cutting down 
within reason he would be satis- 
fied. 

Ald. Burrows, in replying to Ald. 
Baker, said that his views on the 
matter had appeared in Monday's 


+ Post and he was merely getting the 


opinion of council on his suggestion 
that Queen and Albert Streets be 
left until next year and part of the 
paving costs be shouldered by the 
residents of the improved streets. 
Ald Peirce said that he had no 
reason to change his mind. He was 
of the opinion that the paving 
program had been shaved to the 
minimum when it was studied. He 
said that the overall program would 
take years to complete, He suggested 
that there may be cheaper ways 
te do the job but he would not be

A four-engine airliner and a 
fighter plane have collided over a 
naval air station at Key West, 
Florida and both planes have plun- 
ged into the sea, A Cuban airlines 
plane with 34 passengers on board 
is overdue at Havana, Cuba, after 
taking off from Miami.

Seeding About 10 Days Late

BICYCLES WITHOUT LIGHTS 
PRESENT REAL HAZARD .. . 


The other night an accident was narrowly averted 
on one of Lindsay's streets. It was a murky night 
during the “rainy period” which has been in progress 
for some weeks, and visibility was not good at its 
best. Even well-lighted vehicles were travelling with 
caution and it is perhaps due to this fact that the 
potential accident referred to above didn’t materialize. 

The motorist in this case had just started making 
an east turn at an intersection when a bicycle loomed 
a few feet ahead travelling directly across the car's 
pathway. The rider, obviously very youthful, seemed 
not the least concerned about his action and didn’t 
seem to be aware of the fact that riding an unlighted 
bicycle on such a night was extremely dangerous. 
Fortunately for the bicycle rider the motorist was 
proceeding slowly and was able to stop in time to 
avoid hitting his machine 

Now that’s all there was to this incident but it 
does serve to emphasize the need for extreme caution 
by night-driving motorists and the advisability of 
cyclists having their conyeyances properly and ade- 
quately lighted. Even properly lighted bicycles are 
difficult enough for motorists to discern on relatively 
clear nights.

THE INFLUENCE OF TELEVISION 


The tremendous influence that television is having 
on the lives of most people in the United States has 
been revealed twice within the past few weeks. The 
first time that an overwhelming vote of confidence 
was registered for video came when Senator Hstes 
Kefauver took his crime investigators into New York. 
The television cameras followed them, and a nation 
sat entranced. : 

The second conquest of television over time, work, 
and other interests came last week, of course. When 
General Douglas McArthur stood before a joint’ meet- 
ing of the Houses of the United States, all eyes in 
the nation, and indeed, quite a few in Canada, were 
cast towards Washington. In this country, only those 
living in cities bordering on the dividing line between 
Canada and the United States were able to watch a 
man often portrayed as America’s greatest general 
speak his piece before the people’s representatives. 

There has been much comment in Canada on the 
effect television will have on the habits of video ad- 
dicts. In the United States, where television has come 
to be the accepted thing in the living room, habits of 
a lifetime have been changed. The evening meal has 
been moved from the dining room to the parlor, where 
members of the family eat and watch at the same 
time. Many of them use chairs constructed in much 
the same manner as those used in high schools with 
a large arm on one side. A dinner plate fits there 
very nicely, and the video watcher can watch his 
set without uncomfortable craning of the neck. 

Educationists in Canada have warned that boys 
and girls will suffer when television becomes a reality 
in more areas in Canada. As yet, however, there have 
been no indications that children in TV areas at the 


present time are being affected unduly by the silver 
screen.

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Finding Foods Causing Symptoms 
of Allergy 

Now that allergy is an importany 
subject of discussion amon pl-ysi- 
cians, there is consideratic con- 
troversy as to whether fuods or sub- 
stances fluating in the air cause 
head colds and nose throat and 
chest symptoms. Entering into the 
controversy also is whether skin 
tests of suspected foods or actual 
eating of the foods is the best me- 
thod of locating which is to blame 
in any case. { 

In The Journal of the American 
Medical Association, Drs. Harty Lei- 
bowitz, Alexander Chest, and Harr, 
Markow, Brooklyn, N. Y. report their 
study of 70 patients with head colds 
nose, throat and chest symptoms. cn 
whom almost 4,000 skin tests were 
made. Each patient was tested with 
a total of 56 individual food ex- 
tracts. There were 34 children and 
36 adults. After the skin tests were 
made, the patients were fed various 
foods to see which ones caused the 
nose, throat, and chest (respizatory) 
symptoms. 

These food research worsers 
found that in some cases in which 
the skin tests of a food were strong- | 
ly positive, the actual eating of this 
food caused ‘only slight symptoms or | 
no symptoms at all. Thus, lettuce 
(which in these latter years is be- 
ing suspected of causing many res- 
piratory, stomach and intestinal 
symptoms), while standing first as 
a cause by skin tests, stood eleventh 
as a cause of allergic symptoms 
when it was eaten. 

Another finding that may sur- | 
prise many was that skin testing | 
with chocolate showed oniy slight 
symptoms whereas the eating of 
chocolate stood first as a cause of 
symptoms, 

Stilk another interesting finding 
Was, that fish and nuts by sk'n ‘ests 
showed few positives and the high- 
est number of negatives, yet it Is 
well known, and actual eating of 
these foods by this group of patient 
frequent cause of allergic symp- 
toms. 

Another surprising finding which 
differs with the findings of other 
food res2azch worker, was that 
wheat, milk a». eggs did n>! cause 
allergic symptoms although most 
of us have friend or relatives who 
are allergic to one or aJ) ot these 
foods. While skin tests and actual 
eating of the foods to find (ods 
causing syroptoms undergo further 
Investigation, it is worth while to | 
remember the foods that gave a 
positive reaction (caused symptoms) 
both by the skin test and clinical 
trial (eating the food) in the order 
of which actual allergic symptoms 
occurred: (1) chocolate, (2) tomato, 
(3) pineapple, (4) corn, (6) spin- 
ach, (6) banana, (7) cherry, (8) pep- 
per, (9) coffee, (10) apple, (11) let- 
tuce

Seasonings 

When cooking vegetables, most of 
us add a little salt to the water, 
forgetting the importance of season- 
igs. That's why the home econo- 
mist of the Department of Agricul- 
ture want to pass on the reminder 
that seasonings are as important 
| as cooking technique. 

Butter with its smooth, pleasant 
taste is one of the finest vegetable 
seasonings. And pepper to some 
families is a “must”. So there they 
are, salt, butter and pepper. 

But don’t think there isn’t a use 
for herbs and spices in vegetable 
cookery. If you want your family to 
pass their plates and ask for more, 
try varying your seasonings in veg- 
etables. 

Mint, of course, is an old standby 
for new potatoes and peas. But try 
a little mint in canned peas the 
next time you serve them. And a 
little nutmeg sprinkled on cooked 
carrots adds quite a different fla- 
vor. If you serve harvard beets 
often, try adding a little ground 
cloves to the sauce. 

Chopped parsley n-o-t only adds 
flavor to vegetables but color as well 
So try it on carrots, tunips and 
Parsnips. A little thyme or sage ad- 
ded to cooked canned tomatoes is 
another seasoning you may like. 

To introduce variety and add new 
flavor to your vegetables, serve 
them in unusual sauces. Lemon 
butter sauce is wonderful with any 
green vegetable and tomato sauce 
adds color as well as flavor to par- 
snips and cauliflower. 

Cheese sauce is a favorite with 
most families. But, if your family 
enjoys a nippy sauce add a little 
requefort type cheese to the sauce 
instead of the usual cheddar. 

Try these suggestions in your 
menus next week and you'll see your 
family develop a new interest in

How Can I?

Q. How can I clean varnished 
furniture? 

A. First remove dust and dirt with 
a soft cloth dipped in turpentine, 
Then go over the surface with a 
cloth dipped in boiled linseed oil.

A. Keep the rubber bands in a 
tightly closed tin box; they will 
retain their elasticity much onger 
than if exposed to the air 

Q. How can I bleach a faded 
wash dress entirely white? 

A. Dissolve a half cup of cream of 
tartar in two gallons of water and 
boil the dress, 

Q. How can I remove some very 
dirty spots from polished floors? 

A. Rub them with a cloth dipped 
in paraffin. This will remove the

anxious to see Queen Street drop- 
ped this year, 

Ald Speer said that the matter 
had been thoroughly discussed at 
the earlier meeting, He suggested 
that if the worst spots on Queen 
Street could be patched he would 
be satisfied. 

His Worship Mayor Lamb also 
said that the matter had been well- 
talked out at the first meeting and 
he could see no reason why council 
should change its mind. He said 
that he was awere that the pay- 
ing was going to cost a lot of money 
but he said the town would have to 
spend a lot of money to get the 
streets back in shape. He suggested 
that future councils set aside $60,000 
every year to be used solely for pav- 
ing and that this program be kept 
up for eight or ten years until the 
streets were good again. He said 
that if the council was going to 
start cutting, Queen was as good 
as Kent and it was not right to 
leave it until next year. He said that 
Queen Street should be done this 
year. 

Ald. Williamson said that he also 
couldn’t see how the town could 
curtail its program for the year. He 
Said that Queen and Albert Streets 
could not be let go another year and 


he was still of the opinion that the’ 


town should go ahead and do the 
paving. 

Ald, Burrows said that if the town 
kept on at the rate it was going in 
five years the debenture debt would 
be $1,500,000. He said that there 
were three things that could be 
done. They could continue spend- 
ing, curtail all capital expenditure 
or spend in a manner that would 
keep the debenture debt constant. 
He said that the town was now 
committed to a debt of $674,820. 
Reeve Butler and Ald. Burrows then 
argued about the amount of the 
debenture to be paid by the Water 
Board. It was finally decided that 
this amount was to be paid by the 
town. Mayor Lamb suggested that. 
the town take over the Water Board 
and Reeve Butler said that a lot 
of boards should be taken over, Ald. 
Burrows continued at the conclusion 
of the exchange by saying that he 
would fayour a plan running over 
five or seven years whereby about 
$75,000 was spent annually on the 
peving. He said that he had been in 
conversation with a bank manager 
and had been told that munici- 
palities were finding it hard to 
borrow money now without offering 
a discount. He said that the de- 


‘| benture debt in 1950 was only $182,- 


000 but now was catching up to the 
town and if the paving went 
through would climb to $893,140. He 
said that $32,240 would be paid back 
by the town this year but this 
amount would jump to $63,668 if 
the full paving program were set in 
motion. He noted that this would 
take eight mills to pay each year, 
Ald. Speer said that this would be 
an increase of four mills. 

Ald. Burrows said that he cal- 
culated the refund from the Ontario 
Highways Department would a- 
mount to $26,694 for Kent Street. 
his would leave a net cost of $86,718, 
which he suggested be paid on a 
local improvement plan of 80-20, 
with the 20 per cent being paid by 
residents along Kent. This would 
he noted, amount to $17,344 over the 
20 years and would not hit them 
very hard, He said that the refund 
on Lindsay Street would amount to 
$4,663 leaving $9,616 for the town, 
If this were paid partly as a local 
improvement the town’s share 
would be relievec by $1,923. The 
total cost of Kent and Lindsay 
Streets would be only $96,334, Of 
this amount, said Ald, Burrows, the 
town would pay, according to his 
Proposal, $77,067 out of the general 
rate and the remainder, $19,267, 
would be paid by the residents on 
Kent and Lindsay Streets. He said 
that he had yet to see an estimate 
be greater than the price paid to 
a contractor. He said that he could 
not see it as good financing to 
tackle this project this year. He 
sald he would not do it for himself 
and therefore could not endorse 
such a program for the town. 

Ald, Peirce asked what it would 
cost to maintain Queen Street for 
one year. Reeve Butler sald that

Victoria County 


In many ways Victoria county in, 
Ontario is typical of several coun- 


the fringe of, or just beyond 


of Toronto. Beyond the Toronto milk 
shed agriculture is limited to what 
is usually called mixed farming, 
with the emphasis on the produc- 
tion of livestock. Recently however, 
the frontier of the Toronto milk 
shed has been expanding steadily to 
the north and already the south- 
west corner of Victoria county is 
Switching to dairy specialization. 
This development -nd the impetus 
given the production of meat an- 
imals by prevailing meat prices, is 
responsible for a general level of 
agricultural prosperity of this area 
such as it has, perhaps, never before 
experienced. 

Lying almost due north of Toron- 
to Victorla county has good high- 
ways connecting it with that metro- 
polis. The southern half of the 
county consists mainly of good qual- 
ity farm land, but from an east-west 
line located some distance south of 
the centre of the county the land 
deteriorates in quality until one 
reaches the north quarter. Here 
the main sources of income are lum~ 
bering and the tourist business. The 
northehrn end of the county is, in 
fact, a land of lakes, making it a 
popular holiday area and fisher- 
man’s paradise. The famous Kaw- 
artha Lake district starts just north 
of the town of Lindsay, the county 
seat, which is located well south of 
the east-west centre line of the 
county. The western end of Stur- 
ge0n Lake is only seven miles north 
of the town of Lindsay, and to the 
north and west extends a chain of 
lakes, of which the largest is Bal- 
sam lake, which lead to the holi- 
day area and which is also of the 
Trent Waterway System connect- 
ing Lake Ontario with Georgian 
Bay. Perhaps it is the intimate mix- 
ture of good farming land and the 
sportsman’s country which makes 
Victoria different from other coun- 
ties, giving it a pleasant combination 
of natural resources. 

Agricultural Trends 

Victoria county has many good 
farms also its full quota of good 
farmers. One of the outstanding 
figures in this connection is W. J. 
Murphy whose* main business is a 
brokerage in pure bred cattle, but 
who also farms some 1,400 acres of 
land just outside of Lindsay. Dur- 
ing the depression some owners of 
Isnd now farmed by Mr. Murphy 
found the going too tough and sey- 
eral farms were deserted and used 
mainly for pasture purposes by 
neighbours. Some of this Iand was in 
need of drainage and after its 
purchase Mr. Murphy bought a trac- 
tion ditching machine and tiled the 
wet land on them. He then plowed 


up many fields which had been past- 
ured for year, and with the judicious 
use of fertilizers, surprising crops 
of grain were produced. One of 
these drained areas was sown to 
Soybeans in 1949 and a very good 
stand was secured, the crop being 
used for silage. Most of Mr. Mur- 
phy’s land is being used for pasture’ 
in connection with his cattle busi- 
ness and he is rapidly getting the 
land into the improved modern pas- 
ture mixtures. 

Pasture is an Important crop, par- 
ticularly in the areas where rolling 
topography and lack of fertility 
throws land into a class not suitable

Latest Transplanting Methods Approved by Experiment Stations. 


When the danger of frost is over, 
garden plants which have been 
started under protection can be 
moved to the garden. By using 
methods which have been devel- 
oped by research, amateurs willing 
to take care can start plants grow- 
ing in their new homes with a mini- 
mum of shock, without wilting, and 
without losses. 

In the diagram above, the best 
methods of procedure as recom- 
mendéd by research scientists are 
illustrated. Transplanting is horti- 
cultural surgery, and so every 
step in this technique has been 
carefully tested. To prepare for 
transplanting the plants should be 
fed with liquid plant food a week 
before the operation. The day be- 
fore, a starter solution should be 
prepared, by hanging a cloth bag 
containing chemical plant food in 
a bucket of water and letting it 
soak overnight. Use 4 ounces of a 
4-11-4 mixture or similar to each 
gallon of water. 

Make a hole for the plant large 
and deep enough to hold its roots 


without crowding. Mix with soil at 
the bottom a teaspoonful of plant 
food, and cover this with soil. Set 
the plant in place, then pour into 
the hole, over the plant roots, ¥% 
pint of starter solution. While the 


solution is in the hole, draw in the 
loose soil and firm it around the 
plant. The solution not only sup- 
plies nutrients but puddles the soil 
about the roots, making very close 
contact between soil and root and 
making it easy for the plant to take 
up water. 

Roots of plants should not be 
pruned. removing plants from 
pots, flats or seed beds, care should 
be taken to avoid breaking the root 
system. Replacement of lost roots 
must take place before the plant 
can grow, very much. 

Tops of plants should not be 
pruned, as shown by research re- 
sults, Pruning removes part of the 
“factory’’ which has to make the 
new plant material (carbohydrate) 
upon which growth depends. Prun- 
ing is likely to take off more foliage 
than necessary. Dead or partly 
dead tissue does no harm, though 
wholly dead leaves may be picked 
off. 

Shading is good practice when 
plants are succulent, when soil 
and air are dry and when sun is 
hot, But good plants can usually 
be set successfully without shade, 
especially if water or starter solu- 
tion is used or if good contact 
between soil and root is established 
otherwise.

The township of Eldon in} 
the west central part of the county 
is perhaps the outstanding area in 
this respect; In fact, among local 
people this township is often re-| 
ferred to as “wet Eldon.” A large 
percentage of the fields requiring | 
this form of land improvement al- 
ready are under-drained and more | 
tile are being installed every year. | 

A good example among these) 
drainage conscious farms is R. J.| 
McAlpine, who operates a large) 
farm just north of Lorneyille. Mr. | 
McAlpine installed many hundred 
feet of tile by hand, but found this 
method much too slow. So, as soon 
as a ditch machine became available 
he tiled the major portion of the 
wet areas of the farm, borrowing) 
the necessary capital through the) 
township council, as provided by the | 
Ontario Tile Drainage Act. Mr. Mc- | 
Alpine {is enthusiastic about this 
yalue of underdrainage, and judg- 
ing by the quality of the grain! 
crops being threshed on the day of 
the writer’s visit he has plenty of | 
reason for his faith. However, he 
is not yet through with the job and 
is already planning the tiling of an- 
other fairly large field of apparant- 
ly fertile land which Mr. McAlpine 
says, will not give profitable returns 
unt) it is tiled. 

County Buys 2 Ditcher 

Because the necessity for under- 
drainage is becoming more and | 
more evident to many farmers, and, | 
due to the shortage of custom dit- 
chers in the county, the County 
Council decided to do something to 
remedy the situation. In the spring 
of 1947 they purchased a ney Buck- 
eye traction ditcher. The County 
Clerk. Frank Weldon looks after ad- 
ministrative matters in connection 
with the machine and it is operated | 
by experienced men who are out 
with the exception of the winter | 
months. 

So far there has always been a 
waiting list of farmers for the ser- 
vices of the ditcher, according to 
L. G. Brown, the energetic agri- 
cultural representative of the) 
county. When it is recalled that a 
traction ditcher usually has little 
difficulty installing as much as 100,- 
000 feet of tile in a working season, 
or about 20 miles, it is apparent that | 
many farms already have heen made | 
more productive through this im- 
provement of their wet fields. The 
drainage requirements of Victoria 
county farmers are well looked after | 
when it is recalled that the Agri- 
cultural Engineering Department 
of the O. A, College make drainage 
surveys and plans, loans for under- 
drainage installations are available! 
from the provinclal government and 
| the ditching machine is made avail- 
able by the county. 

In the broader aspects of conser- 
vation of our agricultural resources, | 
however, draining is only one side 
of the picture. Water is a valuable | 
agricultural asset and there are 
thmes when {ts conservation, during | 
times of plenty, for use during per- | 
fods of shortage will some day be 
recognized, we believe, to be just 
as important as ts the removal of 
excess water on the wet fields of 
Eldon township. Victoria county has 
an excellent example of this kind | 
of conservation, though it is a case 
of happy coincidence rather than 
@ planned conservation measure. We 
refer to the water storage works 
constructed by the Federal Goyern- 
ment in connection with the Trent 
Waterway. 

In various portions of the Trent 
system it is necessary to maintain 
dams and water storage reservoirs 
to assure proper water levels in the 
canals and for the operation of can- 
al locks. In the Kirkfleld area of Vic- | 
torla county, where one of the pic- 
turesque hydraulic lift locks of the 
Trent canal system is located there 
are several artificial lakes, where 
areas of near marginal land are} 
kept flooded. There is increasing 
| evidence that these works are not 
only beneficial for the purpose for 
which they were designed, but are 
effective in maintaining ground 
water levels upon which farms and 
| rural villages depend for their do- | 
mestic water supplies,

| lake was built and maintained by a 


colony of beaver, Some of the peo- 
ple whose land bordered on the lake 
felt, however, that draining the lake 
would be beneficial to their holdings 
and requested the government to re- 
moye the beavers. Finally this was 
done and now, what was once a 
lake is nothing more than a mus- 
keg covered with wate, during the 
flood season of the spring and 
worthless moss during the summer.

BRING ON THE SUBSTITUTE 

A few months ago it was announced by the dairy 
industry, or those who claim to represent its Interests, 
that they intended to place a product on the market 
which would compete with margarine. This product 
was to be made from milk and was to be very much 
like butter. The announcement was greeted with in- 
terest by many people who, while preferring to buy 
margarine at a lower price than butter, would not be 
averse to buying a similar substitute product turned 
out by the people who make butter and made from 
dairy ingredients. 

Following the budget address in the Federal House 
of Commons last week, the dairy interests attacked the 
budget on the grounds that it should have made the 
road tougher for the margarine interests by placing 
a higher tariff on importations of the essential vege- 
table oils which are used in manufacturing the product. 
This criticism was a little surprising in that most 
people, following announcement of the dairymen’s in- 
tention to produce a competitive substitute product, 
thought they would be devoting all their time to this 
rather than continuing to harp about the margarine 
industry. 

Most people would like to see the dairy industry 
remain- prosperous and are willing to support it as 
far as they can. One of the best ways for it to retain 
its prosperity is for it to pay close attention to its own 
business, meeting competition at every opportunity and 
turning out superior products. A good dairy-made 
butter substitute will do more to make the going harder 
for margarine than any amount of disgruntled critic- 
ism. e 

Bring on the butter substitute dairymen and com- 
pete with margarine! 


THERE’S REALLY LOTS OF EVERYTHING... 

Canadians have only got themselves to blame for 
much of today’s inflation and they could remove the 
problem in very short order if they would but take a 
realistic view of things. 

One of the major contributing factors to this infla- 
tionary period has been a desire on the part of many 
people to go all out on their spending. They seem to 
be obsessed with the idea that if they don’t buy “this, 
that and the other thing” right away it is going to 
be unavailable. Actually, the reverse is true. A les- 
sening of demand would soon build up reserves of 
the many essentials and luxuries of life to the point 
where the producers and manufacturers wouldn’t be 
able to charge all the traffic would bear. The consumer 
would soon be in the driver’s seat and able to make 
his purchasing dollar do some real work. 

Looking at things realistically insofar as the 
available supply of most necessary items is concerned, 
there is plenty of everything to go around and some 
to spare. There are lots of shirts, lots of suits, shoes 
and other types of wearing apparel; there is an abun- 
dance of flour, bread, vegetables and most of the 
essential foods; the are plenty of cars to go around, 
maybe not all new ones but cars nevertheless which 
could be conditioned to provide adequate transpora- 
tion. There is plenty of timber still in our forests 
and the supply of fuels is not limited, Only a rela- 
tively few items are in short supply but in the major- 
ity of cases they are non-essentials’and it would make 
very little difference to Mr. Average Citizen if they 
were in short supply for the rest of his natural life. 

It is vitally important that Canadians, in order to 
battle the avarice of inflation, take this realistic view 
of their predicament. It is time for them to abandon 
the “hurry and get” attitude and adopt the “wait and 
see” complacency which will get them anti-inflation 
action far quicker than the former plan. 

There’s really lots of everything if we only buy 
what we need and take a stand-offish attitude towards 
the things we don’t need. If everyone would do this 
the bugbear of inflation would he in full rout in short 
order. And the dollars we cling to now would soon 
be worth a dollar each again instead of about 50 cents. 


MONDAY HOLIDAYS 
PREFERRED IN SUMMER 

An act to amend the Dominion Day Act and the 
Victoria Day Act is still before the Dominion House 
of Commons. The amending act makes provision for 
celebrating Dominion Day and Victoria Day holidays 
on the nearest Monday following. It has been given 
itg ‘first and second readings but each time It has 
been brought up for a third and final reading it has 
been talled out. Whether or not the act will ever 
be finalized is still a matter of conjecture and will 
depend, no doubt, to a large extent upon publle re- 
action. If it is to be effective this year it will natur- 
ally have to be passed fairly soon. That it will be 
appears extremely doubtful at this time. 

Monday holidays for all occasions haye heen ad- 
vocated for some time and from the businessman's 
point of view they have some apparent advantages. 
Most businesses close over the weekend in any event 
and If a holiday Is coming during the next week the 
advantages’ of having it fall on a Monday can be 
readily seen. The industry is already idling for the 
weekend and the additional day can be worked in with 
considerably Jess dislocation than would occur if the 
holiday falls in mid-week. 

There has been some objection to altering reli- 
gious holidays so they would fall on Monday and the 
game is found to be true of the most recent proposal 
to alter the day of observing Dominion Day and Vic- 
toria Day, It is to be expected that there will be 
a certain amount of opposition to the Monday holiday 
proposals on the grounds of sentimentality but people 
today are not overly-concerned with sentimental feel- 
ngs. Strictly speaking is is not likely that many people 
would pay any attention whatsoever to the circum- 
stances causing the holiday to be held if the holiday 
itself were to be dispensed with---in other words, 
while it is perhaps proper to have holidays commem- 
orate some memorable event, it is entirely likely that 
the’ majority of people are more concerned with the

that of an ordinary laxative.” 

This is a blow to nineteenth century medicine, to 
popular folklore, and to the American way of life. 
The idea is cherished by millions of people that par- 
ticular drugs have affinities for particular part of the 
body (which is partly true) and that those drugs, 
taken in pill form, hasten directly to the sick organ 
and give it a good shaking up (which it not true). 
Millions of people think that they know when their 
livers need stimulating, although they might be hard 
put to it if they were asked where their livers may 
be found. To shake the faith of so many people in a 
popular and harmless remedy is a grave responsibility, 
and we hope that the American F.T.C. knows what it 
is doing. 

Patent medicines are, in the main, laxatives. 
Whether laxatives are good or bad is a matter of 
dispute. But for decades people of this continent have 
been assured that ulness their bowels move every day 
they are in less than perfect health, and a huge trade 
in laxative is the result. And it may be said that once 
the laxative-taking habit has been formed, it is not 
easy to break it. There are no “ordinary laxatives”; 
all claim some special virtue. 

Millions of people who know nothing of anatomy 
or medicine are convinced that when the world looks 
dark to them, and their heads ache and their tongues 
are furred, the liver is the villain which is causing 
these ills. Liver pills stir up their insides, and take 
their minds off their other troubles, even if they do 
nothing for the liver. To kill their faith in liver pills, 
and to assure them that their livers manage very 
well without outside assistance, is as cruel as it would 
be to tell them that there is no Santa Claus, and that 
the Devil is quite an amiable fellow.

DAYLIGHT SAVING TIME 

In a couple of week’s time most urban munici- 
palities in Ontario will be changing over to. daylight 
saving time. In this connection it is interesting to note 
that standard time, as we know it, is a very modern 
invention. As recently as 1878 there was no standard 
time around the world. In that year Sanford Fleming 
proposed that the Barth be sectioned off in 24 stan- 
dard meridians, each zone representing one hour. This 
zone system spread around the world, and gives Can- 
ada five zones, with a certain degree of time accuracy. 

As recently as 60 years ago, Ontario didn’t enjoy 
standard time in its communities. The clocks in God- 
erlch were not the same as the clocks in Galt, which 
differed from the clocks in Belleville. Time was set 
by the solar system in each town, which, roughly, 
meant that when your shadow pointed directly south 
in the middle of the day it was 12 noon. 

_ This was close enough when transportation was 
made by horse and ox-cart, but when the railroads 
rumbled their way through the maple woods, a more 
accurate system was adopted and railroad time came 
into being. At the turn. of the century, C.P.R. time 
was generally accepted in the West, although many 
communities had their own time, and disregarded 
CPR. time. 

We've gone a long way since then, in all parts of 
Canada, Mostly, however, it is a patch work sort of 
arrangement, or disarrangement, with some places 
setting their clocks ahead, others standing pat with 
standard time. The most satisfactory experience all 
have had, regarding daylight saving was when the 
federal government brought it in as a war measure 
a few years ago and everyone had to observe it.

How Can I?

Q. How can I care for cut tlow- 
ers properly? 

A. Cut off an inch of their stems 
each day. Give them fresh water 
daily. Strip off any leaves that come 
below the surface of the water. Do 
not use too small a vase that cramps 
the stems. Often, an aspirin tabiet 
place in the water will prolong the 
life of the flowers. 

Q. How can I sweeten old butter 
and lard jars? 

A. Fill them with very hot lime 
water and leave until they are cold. 
The jars will be as sweet as when 
new. 

Q. How can I keep moths out of 
rugs that are to be stored? 

A. Sprinkle the rugs with cay- 
enne pepper and roll them securely 
in newspapers.

I write frequently about alcohol- 
ism and the steady fight being put 
up to overcome this disease, as it 
is properly called. It is a wonder- 
ful sight to see what has been ac- 
complished by the Yale School for 
the Study of Alcohol and Alcoholism 
and the men and women, often so 
bright mentally and capable of do- 
ing so much for others, who were 
practically down and out and have 
been rehabilitated by Alcoholics 

Anonymous. 

The work of Alcoholics Anony- 
mous and other organizations has 
wakened the governments of the 
United States and Canada. State 
and provinclal governments are 
voting monies to attack alcoholism 
and reclaim alcoholics. Thus, in 
the medical news department of 
The Journal of The American Medi- 
cal Association, we read that in 
Massachusetts an attack on the 
problem of alcohol of the state's 
chronic alcoholics was launched in 
November, 1948, with the creation 
of a new Division of Alcoholism in 
the State Department of Health. 
On the same day, the first two clin- 
ies for rehabilitating alcoholics were 
opened under department sponsor- 
ship at the Peter Bent Brigham 
Hospital, Boston, and at the Quincy 
City Hospital 

The director of the new division 
will be Dr. John C. Ayres of Brigh- 
ton, at present assistant director of 
the department's Division of Com- 
municable Diseases. 

The new division's attack is aim- 
ed: (1) diagnosis, treatment and re- 
habilitation of persons addicted to 


Fatigue, Tiredness 

There are a number of variations 
of the story of the man who was 
asked to count the number of 
apples in a barrel. He did so and 
was not tired, He rested for an hour 
and then he was asked to count the 
number of apples in another bar- 
rel, some of which were in firat 
class condition and others in only 
fair condition, and, as he counted 
them, he was to decitie which ap- 
ples were in good condition and 
which were only fair. Before he had 
completed half the task he stop- 
ped because he was “tired.” 

‘Why was he tired with the task 
half done? The explanation was-- 
he had to use his head, be concern- 
ed about whether each apple 
should be counted as good or fair: 
Making the decision tired him. 

While come may get a smile out 
of the fact that making this de- 
cision really tired him, the truth 
of the matter ie that where there 
is the slightest “anxiety” about a 
daily task, however unimportant, 
it tires us more quickly. 


One of the first things an in-

High blood pressure is often as- 
sociated with coronary thrombosis 
(heart stroke) and with apoplexy

drug will reduce organic high blood 
pressure permanently, once the el- 
astic tissue in the blood vessels 
hes been replaced by hard or fi- 
brous tissue, high blood pressure 
brought on by the emotions can be 
reduced to, or almost to, normal by 
rest, quietness, diet, and sometimes 
by drugs. 

We hear a great deal abour 
the rice diet in the treatment of 
high blood pressure. It is a known 
fact that high blood pressure is 
less common among peoples who 
use rice as we use bread, potatoes, 
and other starch foods.

A New Drug For Ulcerative Colitis 

There are two typea of colitis. 
Simple, or mucous, colitis is practi- 
caly chronic diarrhea, with some- 

times a spasm which causes a par- 
tial closure or tightness of the co- 
lon, causing constipation. Simple 
colitis is believed caused in the 
majority of cases by nervousness 
and emotional disturbances. In 
some cases rough or coarse foods 
appear to be the cause. By avoid- 
ing emotional disturbances and eat- 
ing mild or soft foods, most cases of 
mucous colitis get along fairly well 
and it never causes death. 

However, the second type, ulcer- 
ative colitis, is a serious condition. 

here is a mass of ulcers present 
with formation of pus, both blood 
and pus being found in the stools, 
Ulcerative colitis 1s also considered 
to be caused in its early stages by 
emotional disturbances. 

For many years the most success- 

ful treatment of ulcerative colitis 
was the surgical removal of a por- 
tion of the bowel. 
However, when the sulfa drugs came 
along and, a little later, penictliin, 
these drugs, called antibiotics as 
they kill harmful organisms, were 
found fairly effective. Less surgery 
is now used. 

In the New York States Journal 
of Medicine, Dr. Z, T. Bercovitz re- 
ports his treatment of 24 patients 
with. chronic ulcerative colitis by 
use of chloromycetin, another new 
wonder drug. Three grams daolly 
were observed to be the most ef- 
fertive dosage. Thirteen patients 
showed pronounced improvement 
during the first month of observu- 
tion. There was a prompt and 
dramatic decrease in the number 
of bowel movements, stools were 
normal, no blood or mucous, no 
night movements, and no discom- 
fort in/abdomen. These 13 patients 
become normal as far as the colon | 
or bowel was concerned. 

Three patients were moderately 
improved. Eight patients showed 
no change whatever, although there 
appeared to be a slight improve- 

ment early in the treatment. 

Chloromycetin prevented relap- 
ses and the patients continued to 
improve even after the drug was 
discontinued. 

Dr, Bercovitz states that the real 
value of chloromycetin can be: esti- 
mated only after five years of care-

Heart Murmurs 

In my student days, a heart 
murmur was considered an import- 
ant symptom in the diagnosis of 
heart disease. When 2 murmur was 
discovered, its exact location, the 
time it occurred in the heart cycie 
(before or after the first or second 
beat) whether it wag soft or hard 
the effect of exercise and other 
considerations were taken ‘nto. ac- 
count. In fact, at the beginning of 
World War I, 2 murmur of any kind 
was sufficient to cause rejection 
for overseas military service and 
until recently insurance companies 
have rejected or stepped up the 
premium where a murmur was 
Present. Murmurs were considered 
@ more important indication of 
heart disease than enlargement, ef- 
fects of exercise and irregularities. 

Dr. Wm. McKenzie (later knight- 
ed) was a Scottish general practit- 
foner with an office’ at the top of 
a hill. A factory and factory settle- 
ment were situated at the bottom 
of the hill. Dr. MacKenzie noticed 
that a number of his patients with 
heart murmurs showed less breath- 
lessness after climbing the hill than 
others with no heart murmurs. As 
a result of his research, before 
the end of the World War I, both 
British and German physicians 
were accepting recruits with heart 
murmurs who had no other heart 
symptoms, 

So careful still are physiclang a- 
bout accepting recruits or insur- 
ance candidates that often men 
and women are rejected for heart 
disease who really haye normal 
hearts despite murmurs. 

In a letter to the editor of The 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association, Dr. Myer Solis-Cohen 
the Philadelphia specialist, descri- 
bes a “crunching” murmur belley- 
ed to to be caused by a movement 
of the cartilage of a rib attached 
to breast bone during the heat of 
the heart. Because of its location 
at breast bone (exact heart re- 
gion), it is mistaken for a valve de- 
fect and “has caused many healthy 
persons to be rejected for mililory

below 100, and 14 patients showed 
a gradual lowering of pressure to 
less than 100 during the three weeks 
control or observation time before 
the rice diet was given. Thus 37 of 
the 67 patients improved during the 
control period. Had they been given 
the rice diet immediately on arriy- 
al at hospital these 37 cases would 
have been recorded as successful re- 
sults with the rice diet. 


Of the remaining 30 patients 
whose blood pressure remained high 
after the control period of three 
weeks, 10 were not placed on the 
rice diet because of unwillingness 
to follow the diet, or because of 
severe complications. 

What about the remaining 20 
patients? Eleven of the 20 follow- 
ed the rice diet for six or more 
weeks, Four of these had a signifi- 
cant decrease in diastolic pressure, 
The addition of a diet of protein 
and fat, free from salt, did not cause 
any change in blood pressure. The 
giving of table salt without the 
knowledge of the patients was fol- 
lowed by a rise in systolic pressure 
(with armband tight) of more than 
20 points in one of the 4 cases and 
a rise also in two others. 

What do we learn from the above 
Tesults? We learn that cutting down 
on table salt is the big factor in the 
rice (or other) diet in reducing blood 
pressure,

District Forester Reports: 


April Showers May Ease Danger | 
Spring Forest Fires Locally 


April showers, while not gener- 
ally appreciated, have found a 
welcome reception with the Dept. 
of Lands and Forests. The fact is 
they have prolonged the period of 
relative immunity from the danger 
of forest fires. Actually, the future 
looks rather bright for the depart- 
ment in this respect at the moment. 
and District Forester A. B, Wheat- 
ley makes the following observa- 
tions on the fire prevention pro- 
gram of the Trent Forestry Dis- 
trict in his bulletin for the week: 
FOREST PROTECTION 

“April showers bring forth May 
flowers,” April showers also keep 
the spring fire hazard from build- 
ing up too quickly, While the rains 
we have been having this past cou- 
ple of weeks have certainly been 
more than showers, it is felt that 
a period of warm weather now will 
bring the trees and shrubs into 
leaf very quickly and perhaps see us 
over that period prior to the new 
grean vegitation when surface fuels 
dry out enough to allow fires to 
run. It is still possible, of course, 
for weather is such a variable fac- 
tor, for a dangerous fire hazard sit_ 
uation to arise and we would urge 
{rappers and any others in the bush 
these days to take every precaution 
with their tea fire: Those farmers 
and others who live in the fire dis- 
trict that are cleaning up and burn- 
ing refuse, are reminded that a Fire 
Permit must be obtained for these 
fires. 

The Trent District Fire Preven- 
tion program was presented at Iron_ 
dale and Gooderham this week and 
will be presented in Minden and 
Haliburton this week. A very good 
attendance was had at Gooderham 
with everyone receiving a small 
whetstone and case at the end of 
the program. 

The appointment of Honorary 
Fire Wardens for the various muni- 
cipalities is now in progress. Those 
men have the same authority as a 
Department ranger and are recom- 
mended for this position by their 
various Councils. A great deal de- 


pends on thsee men in this job of 
protecting our forests from fires and 
they are to be congratulated for 
accepting this job which js carried 
out in addition to their normal work. 
| A short course of instruction will be 
given to these men this year so that 
close cooperation con be maintained 
with the full time forest protection 
staff.

DOGS RUNNING DEER 

A number of dogs found pursuing 
deer have been shot in different 
parts of the Trent District. In cas- 
es where it can be established who 
the owner of the dog is, charges are 
being laid and the owner summon- 
ed to Court. 

Section 30, Sub-Section 3, of the 
Ontario Game and Fisheries Laws 
reads as follows: “No person own- 
ing, harbouring or claiming to own 
a dog shall allow it to run at large 
during the closed season for deer 
jin a locality which deer, moose, 
caribou or wapita usually inhabit 
or in which they are usually found.” 

A minimum penalty of not less 
than $50.00 is provided for anyone 
convicted on any charge pertaining 
to deer.

MacArthur’s 
‘Speech... 


Tells Congress Fate 
Of Entire Human Race 
Hinges Upon Decision 
Which It Must Make 


Washington, April iy—(BUP) — 
General Douglas MacArthur has 
told the American Con,- that 
the fate of the “entire hula. race” 
hinges upon decision which it must 
make. 

He told cheering member's that he 
is not ‘the advocate of any partisan 
cause,” 

“While Asia is commonly refer- 
red to as the gateway to Europe,” 
he said, “It is no Jess true that Eur- 
ope is the gateway to Asia, and the 
board influence of one cannot fail 
to influence the other.” 

“There are those who claim U-S 
strength is inadequate to protect 
on both fronts—that we cannot div- 
ide our effort. I can think of no 
greater expression of defeatism.” 

If a potential enemy can divide 
his strength on two fronts it is for 
the U-S to counter because “the 
Communist threat is a Global one.” 

For two minutes after he enter- 
ed the chamber the Congressmen 
rose and cheered themselves hoarse. 

They cheered again and again, at 
frequent intervals in his address. 

He said that to “surrender” to the 
Reds in Asia would open the gates 
to Communism in Europe. 

Those who consider American 
strength inadequate to meet the Red 
threat in both quarters are guilty of 
“defeatism,” he argued. 

General Douglas MacArthur said 
the main criticism over his opera- 
tions in the Far East have come 
from abroad. 

He saiq that the United States 
joint chiefs of staff have approved 
his views for carrying on the Kor- 
ean war. 

Main criticism, he said, has come 
largely from non-military circles 
abroad. 

MacArthur addressed a cheering 
joint session of the American Con- 
gress. 


drew a loud cheer — mostly 
Republicans—when he said 
that “under no circumstances” must 
Formosa fall under control of a po- 
tential enemy. 

“Such an eventuality would at 
once threaten the Philippines and 
Japan,” he warned “and might 
well force the frontiers back to the 
coasts of California, Oregon and 
Washington. 

He described the Pacific as a 
“vast moat” to protect the U-S as 
long as it is controlled by ‘the Unit- 
ed States. 

With the Pacific controlleq by a 
chain of islands running from the 
Aleutians to the Marianas, he said, 
the United States can dominate, by 
sea and air, every port from “Vladi- 
vostok to Singapore. 

“Any predatory attack in Asia 
-must be an amphibious attack .. . 
(mone) can be successful without 
control of the sea and air 

This js a “military estimate of 
which I have yet to find a military 
leadey who will take exception.” 

Then MacArthur detailed condi- 
tions in China today. Red China, he 
said, it is the result of emerging 
Nationalism and stands today “ag- 
gressively imperialistic” anq with a 
“lust for expansion.” 

He said the Chinese are desperate 
to follow “any leadership” making 
them adequate promises. 

“From the beginning,” MacArth- 
ur said, he thought that the Chin- 
ese Communist support for the 
North Korean Aggressors was “the 
dominant one,” and that their inter- 
ests paralleled those of Russia. 

“Tt reflects predominantly the 
same Just for power which has an- 
imated every would-be conqueror 
since the beginning of time.” 

Then the General turned to Jap- 
an, where until ‘last week he was 
U-S occupation commander. 

The Japanese, he said, have 
shown since the war a “commend- 
able will” to learn and a yearning 
for political, economic and social 
liberty.

Matinee ‘Survey 


Toronto, April 20 (BUP) — The 
Canadian Educational Association 
says it may conduct a survey of ma- 
tince movie shows — to find out 
what effect they have on children 
of school age, 

In a monthly newsletter released 
in Toronto today, the Association 
says many persons “must have a 
twinge of uneasiness” at seeing 
young children and teen-agers come

Roads Terrible 
Says Engineer 
For County 


“They're terrible” said Harold 
Wilford, county engineer, when as- 
ked for his comments on the coitn- 
ty roads this spring. He said that 
the roads this year had broken up 
very badly. 

Mr. Wilford says that the frost 
action and the traffic on the roads 
as the frost was coming out has 
tended to turn spots, in nearly all 
gravel roads into a bog. The situ- 
ation is duplicated all over south- 
ern Ontario. The paved portions of 
the county road system appear to 
have wintered not too badly al- 
though some have erupted in spots. 
Many gravel roads however have 
signs posted stating that they are 
closed although hardy travellers 
still manage to navigate over them. 

Reports from Haliburton county 
indicate that a similar situation 
exists there. Several roads have 
been marked closed although there 
is still some traffic on these roads. 
One road that really is closed in the 
county is that on the west side of 
the Gull River at Minden. At pre- 
sent there is about a foot of water 
covering a considerable stretch No 
drivers are attempting to travel this 
road.

Rolling Their Own 
And Selling Them, 
Warn Its Illegal 


(British United Press) 

The recent hike in the price of 
cigarettes sent many thrifty Can- 
adians to the stores to buy cigarette- 
rolling machines. 

Now tne Revenue Department is 
worried lest the smoke-rollers start 
selling their home-made products 
at a profit. 

Officials of she, department de- 
clared in Ottawa today that any 
Canadian who rolls cigarettes. at 
home and sells them is guilty of 2 
violation of the excise act, Con- 
viction carries a fine of 30 dollars. 
Says the department: “You can 
roll your own, but you can’t sell 
them for a profit.” 

It advises Cai.adians who can’t 
afford “tailor-made” to roll their 
own --and “not buy them from 
somebody who did the chore for 
them.” 

Specifically, selling home-rolled 
cigarettes at a profit is illegal be- 
ccuse the excise tax on manufac- 
tured smokes is higher than on 
bulk tobacco,

creases on cigarettes will revive a 
practice started during the last war 
when “tailor-mades” were in short 
s-pply.

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Down On Carelessnes 


Lindsay’s “Bottomless Hole” 
Back Again, Worse Than Ever 


There is just a chance that Lind- 
Say’s road costs may go somewhat 
beyond the figure agreed upon on 
Tuesday night. A great deal de- 
pends on how long it takes for the 
bottom to fall out of a strip of roas- 
way between Russell and Glenelg 
Sts. on William St. S. 

Despite all “reassurances that 
William Street's “bottomless hole” 
had been successfully filled late last 
fall, the bottom has apparently 
yet to be found. The patch and fill 
which was put in just before freeze- 
up has sagged with the advent of 
spring (or late winter if you prefer) 
and there are indications that it is 
about to disappear entirely, 

Stopping to determine the wis- 
dom of driving over the spot Wed- 
nesday evening, the writer noted 
that while it appeared to be a rea- 
sonably safe risk for the next few 
days, the chances were that it could 
be expected to become definitely 
hazardous soon. A short distance 
to the north and east of the “bot- 
tomless hole” an enlarging crack 
has commenced to form in a semi- 
circle bordering the present c&ve- 
in and {ft would appear as though 
a still larger hunk of concrete’ was 
preparing to bid Lindsay adieu. 

Peering into the “bottomless hole” 
it was noted to be filled with water 
which was to be expected after all 
the rain that has fallen. But step- 
ping on a piece of the suspended 


“fill”, it was inclined to be springy, 
and, as a pressure was applied 
to the sagging patch, the water in 
the hole oozed up around it as 
though there was little to support 
the roadway at that point and that 
the water might be more than sur- 
face deep, ss . 

Now to get back to the cost of 
replacing parts of Lindsay’s streets. 
If this section of William St. were 
to do a fade-out it might not prove 
too costly to replace it, that is if 
all that was needed was to find the 
bottom of the “bottomless hole”, 
fill it and resurface it. But just 
imagine the bill which might be 
run up if, through the authorities 
neglect, or indifference to the pus- 
sible seriousness of the situation 
some poor motorist were to be just 
over the hole when the threatened 
larger cave-in took place. It is hard 
to say whether the insurance the 
town carries would cover such an 
accident or not but if it didn’t it 
is likely the mortorist (or his surviv- 
ors) could collect quite a nice thing 
in damages. - 

‘This is all largely speculation, of 
course, but even so it might pay to 
really look into that “bottomless 
hole” just in case .....Tt might be 
profitable in more ways than: one 
because investigation could reveal 
an untapped reservoir of spring 
water which might be very useful 


to an expanding town like Lindsay.

at the scene of the accident at 7:30 
pm. on March 31st. The accident 
took place about four miles out of 
Lindsay. The constable sald that he 
found a ca. on its top in the south 
ditch facing west about eight feet 
from the travelled portion of the 
Toad. Behind the car was a gouge, 
about the length of the car and two 
‘feet deep, in the mud of the ditch. 
‘Tire marks indicated, said Constable 
Lawson, that the car had travelled 
West and had dropped two wheels 
on the right or north shoulder and — 
had travelled for 20 feet.

Mr. Deyell says that the extra 
water may be held back somewhat 
by the four-inch raise put on the 
river when the dam was built up two 
years ago. He claims that the extra ; 
water causes no difficulty at the 
pump house and in fact is wel- 
comed.

Cigarette smokers in Lindsay 
seem to be making a determined 
but unspectacular effort to beat the) 
rising cost of their pastime. They 
aren't up in arms over the recent 
tax increase on the ‘tailormade’ var- 
jety of cigarettes but they are tak- 
ing steps to avoid buying so many 
of them. 

When cigarette smoking becomes | 
an item of some size on the average 
smoker's budget his thoughts nat- 
urally turn to “roll-your-owns” and 
he usually begins experimenting 
with the various brands of fine cut 
and assorted types of cigarette pap- 
ers. This seems to be what is hap- 
ening in Lindsay at the present 
time. Judging from conversations 
with confirmed smokers, the “tail- 
or-made” variety is going to be given 
a wide berth and preference is now 
for the home-made type. There are 
of course, several smokers who have 
renounced the habit—they are going 
right out of the game altogether. 

Dealers in smokers’ supplies re- 
port a mild upsurge in the demand 
for cigarette-making machines, 
Some of these machines sell for as 
high as $15 or so and make five cig- 
arettes at a time (almost a factory 
project.) They are also available 
for considerably less but they only 
turn out one at a time. 

Those who turn to the roll-your- 
owns following this most recent tax 
gouge by the government will prob- 
ably notice that they are limited as 
to the quality of egyptian-type cig- | 
arette papers which are available.
